SOMETHING ABOUT THE WHEAT FARMERS 


They Are Italian Immigrants Whose 
Houses Are Mud Huts—tThe ‘er- 
rible Locusts. 


Rosario, October 29, 1s¥8.—Rosario is the 
Chicago of South America. It is the chief 
wheat market of the. Argentine Republic. 
It ships thousands of tons of wheat, corn 
and linse@d every week, ard within a short 
time after this letter is published ‘hundreds 
of ocean steamers will be anchored under 
its bluffs loading this year’s crops for 
Europe. Rosario is situated on the Parana 
river about 200 miles by land from Buenos 
Ayres. It is 300 miles by water from that 
city, and about as far inland from the At- 
lantic ocean as Pittsburg. Ocean steamers 
sail for 200 miles up the Rio de la Plata 
past Buenos Ayres into the mouth of the 
Parana, and then for about 300 miles up the 
river to Rosario. The Parana at this point 
is a mighty stream. It has many islands, 
and it is very wide. Its channel is so deep 
that steamers drawing sixteen feet can 
reach Rosario at any time of the year, and 
they come here from all parts of the world 
for grain. 

Rosario itself is one of the thriving towns 
of the Argentine. It was founded about 175 
years ago, but ‘wheat raising in the Argen- 
tine gave it a great boom and within the 
last ten years it has @imost trebled its 
population. It has now upout 150,000 people. 
It is well built, the streets crossing one 
another at right angles. It has good hotels, 
daily newspapers, electric lights, telephones 
and banks. It does a big wholesale and re- 
tai) business, but the most of its-‘money 
comes from wheat. 

Loading Wheat at Rosario. 

The warehouses are along: the river and 
the wheat is, I venture, taken from the cars 
to the steamers more cheaply ai Rosario 
than at any other point in the world. The 
land about here is a deep alluvia) soil which 
has been carried down from the mountains 
by the streams of the Rio de la Plata sys- 
tem. Through this soil the Parana has cut 
its channel to such a depth that the bluffs 
upon which the city stands are at jeast 
seventy feet high. They are precipitous, 
and Rosario is built clear to their edges, so 
that ‘the warehouses are higher than the 
masts of the steamers floating on the river. 
All along the banks of the river warehouses 
have been built. They are made of gray 
galvanized iron. They have railroad tracks 
running between them and the edge of the 
bluff, and much of the wheat which is car- 
ried in on the cars is transferred to the 
Hhips without going into the warehouses. 
The transfer is made by gravity. Each ship- 
ping company has a long chute running 
from the edge of the bluff, and often from 
the warehouse itself, down into the river. 
Tnese chutes are made in sections, and are 
BO arranged that they form a trough run- 
ning from the bluff right into the holds of 
the steamers. Some of the chutes are sec- 
_tions of iron which can be hung on wire 
cables, making an iron chute from the hold 
to the warehouse, so arranged that it ean be 
lengthened or shortened at will. 

The wheat is bagged on the farm. The 
cars carry it to the edge of the biuff, and 
Italian laborers take the bags and pitch 
tuem into the chutes, As soon as a bag 
touches the chute it begins to descend and 
it fairly gallops down the inclined &rough 
into the steamer. The bags fly down:one 
after another at-the rate of several to the 
minute, and aS you look at them they make 
you think of an army of galloping mice and 
you remember the horde which attacked the 
cruel Arehbishop Hatto in his island in the 
Rhine. 

Poor Raiiroad Facilities. 
: At harvest time the wheat becomes, con- 
gested at Rosario. The railroads have 
more than they can do to carry the crop, 
and almost all other traffic has to be sus- 
pended. There are not enough cars for 
the business. There is here no such sys- 
tem of interchange of cars as we have 
in-the United States. One company’s 
cars cannot go over the tracks of other 
companies. The result jis that the wheat 
is piled up in bags at the stations and left 
there until it can be shipped. I saw such 
piles in different parts of the Argentine. 
As yeti, there are comparatively few le- 
vators and the caring for the wheat is 
after the most wasteful methods. There 
are no barns in the Argentine. The 
weather is such that the stock feeds out 
of doors the year round, and only the finest 
of blooded animals are kept under cover. 
Many of the work animals are not fed, 
but have to rely upon what they can get 
in the pasture fields. The result is that 
there is no ehance for the farmer to store 
his wheat in barns and he has to rely 
upon the railroads for getting it to the

markets. “The land is level. 
no grades to speak of, and 
rates should be low: 
The Wheat Fields of the Argentine. 
[ believe that Argentine wheat raising is 
in its infancy. Twenty years ago the wise 
men said that grain could nevVer be grown 
to any extent. The Argentines were then 
importing millions of dollars’ worth of 
wheat every year, and the farmers who 
were pasturing stock on what are now the 
principal wheat fields were eating flour 
shipped from the United States and Chile. 
Today the Argentine has to a large extent 
the wheat trade of South America. It 
plants millions of atres every year and it 
produces. from thirty to eighty milion 
bushels in a season, according to the 
weather and to the’‘invasions of the lo- 
custs. For the last seven or eight years 
it has produced from three-fifths to four- 
fifths of the wheat crop of this continent, 
and today it is shipping wheat to the dif- 
ferent parts of South Ameriea and to°* Fu- 
rope. When the Argentine has a good 
crop the prices of wheat jn the European 
markets are affected and our farmers often 
Set less for. their wheat in consequence. 
In the past year or so, flour miNg ‘have 
been springing up, Bnd the Argentine. has 
now more*thah 500 flour mills, many of 
which wse-machinery imported fram‘ the 
United States. I had as fire bread for my 
breakfast at Buenos Ayres aS you ean 
get at any hotel in New York. and, asa 
rule, the flour used in the Argentine is as 
g00d as any we produce. <A great deal of 
Argentine flour is shipped to Brazil and 


| Uruguay, and some is being sent to Eu- 


rope.’ 
The Grain Area Increasing. 

The grain producing area of the Argen- 
tine increases every year. For a long time 
it was confined to the va.ilevs of the Pa- 
rana and Uruguay rivers, and it was sup- 
posed that wheat could only be grown near 
these rivers. Year by year, however, the 
farms have been: pushed further back und 
the ‘Wheat area at present is large as 
that of England and France. It is said that 
if all the lands which are known to be 
wheat lands were used and these should 
préduce a crop of ten bushels per acre the 
Argentine could now produce one-half the 
Wheat crop of the world. 

A new wheat region is that of the south. 

he Argentine from north to svuth is long- 
er than the United Stafes. During the 
past few months I have been away down in 
Patagonia. I have traveled thousands of 
miles through tillable grounds which have 
never been touched by the plow. Three 
hundred miles south of Buenos’ Ayres 
there is a thriving seaport called Katia 
Blanca. There are big wheat warehouses 
there, ‘and the railroad men tell me that 
they have more wheat than they can han- 
die. This wheat comse from the southern 
part of the province of Buenos Ayres, a 
province which is enormous in its extent 
and which is almost altogether composed cf 
good land. Just south of this region there 
are vast pampas having scanty pastucage 
and usually looked upon as. deserts. 
Through these pampas run the two great 
rivers, Colorado and Negro; or, in other 
words, Red and Blagk rivers. 4 traveled 
for days along these rivers in company 
with a party of railroad surveyors. The 
rivers have a quantity of water the year 
round and their fall 1s such as to make 
irrigation possible for a wide distance aigrg 
them from the Andes to the sea. In the 


as 


future there will be irrigated wheat farms’ 


throughout that region. The land is as 
rich as any part of Colorado or Utah or 
California, and its settlement and use is 
only a question of time. Already the Welsh, 
who have a colony much further south, 
are growing wheat by irrigation. They are 
now exporting about 5,000 tons a year, and 
this has all been grown on what until now 
was the desert sands of Patagonia. About 
Rosario and elsewhere in this valley of the 
Parana the soil is a rich, black ioam frem 
six inches to three feet deep, lying on a 
bed of clay. All the country for hundreds 
of miles above and below Zosario and com- 
prising large parts of the provinces of 
Buenos Ayres, Santa Fe and Entre Rios, 
are composed of this soil, which is very 
good for wheat. 
Don’t Know How To Farm. 

I have never seen such poor farming any- 
where as is going on in the Argentine. Our 
own farmers are bad enough, but these 
people are infinitely worse. In the United 
States the average yield of wheat per acre, 
taking the whole country, is from twelve to 
thirteen bushels. That of the Argentine 1s 
not over ten. In Epgland, where the soil is 
more carefully studied and cared for, the 
twenty-nine bushels per acre, 
in Holland twenty-five bushels and in 
France eighteen. The most of the wheat 
of this country is raised by Italian immi- 
grants, many of whom farm the land on 
the shares. They do their work in the 
roughest and most slovenly way. Much of 
the wheat is sowed on the ground as it is 
first plowed, the grain being dropped among 
the clods. Other farmers drag brush over 
the field and some of the better farmers use 
the harrow. The plowing is done with bul- 
locks, who drag the plows through the fur- 
rows by means of a yoke attached to their 
horns. No fertilizer whatever is used, and 
the only idea of the man seems to be to get 
the wheat into the ground and then sit 
down and wait for the crop. 

Argentine Farm Life. 

The life of the Argentine farmer would 

never suit our people. An American farmer 


average is 


could not be happy here without he brought 
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his friends and associates along with him. 
I cannot describe the barrenness and dreari- 
ness of the life. In most of the wheat coun- 
try there are no-trees. The little hut of the 
farmer, made of mud, stands out alone on 
the dreary landscape. It has not a sign of 
comfort, and the farmers do not seem to 
care for anything but their wheat crop. 
Most of them have no gardens. They run 
their accounts at the nearest grocery and 
make annual settlements when they sel 
their wheat. Most of them drink to excess, 
and few have any thought beyond this one 
crop. All have large families, and at the 
times of planting and harvesting nearly all 
work. You may see boys of eight riding 
horses in the field and girls of nine fand ten 
are doing their share of the:harvest. The 
lack of elevators and other conditions de- 
mand that the wheat should be harvested 
quickly, and at this time you will not find 
a harder working people in the world than 
these Ftalian farmers of the Argengine. Wo- 
men and girls, men and boys, la svith all 
their strength from sunrise tO-funset, and 
when it is moonlight you may*see them out 
under the stars binding and _ thrashing 
wheat. It is the same in planting time, but 
between these seasons there is a long vaca- 
tion. The result is that the failure of a 
crop means partial starvation. There js 
no reason for this. The land is susceptible 
of growing a -sreat variety of and, 
as p.owing can be done here every month of 
the year, the Argentine farmer could raise 
everything he’uses. As it is,’ It is said that 
he can now produce wheat at a cost of from 
2o to 30 Cents a bushel. This may be so, but, 
taking the average of good and bad crops, it 
is probable that wheat costs as much here 
as it does in the United States. 
Farm Wagons of the Argentine. 

It is curious to see how the wheat is car- 
ried to the cars from such farms as are far 
from the railroad. It is hauled in bullock 
carts, the wheels of which are about eight 
feet high. A load weighing several:tons is 
balanced between a couple of these wheels, 
and from a dozen to sixteen bullocks are 
harnessed up in double file in front of it. 
As the cart moves onward over the rough 
road the wheels give out such a screeching 
that you think there must be a hog-killiing 
going on near by. If you tell the farmer 
that a bit of grease on the axle would stop 
the noise, he replies that this is necessary, 
and that the buHoekKs wiH not move #22258 
hey hear it. In some few of the 
farms modern machinery is used, and the 
threshing is commonly done with European 
or American threshers. 

They Have Troubles of Their Own. 
The Argentine is subject to drought and 
the crop rises and falls according to 
the weather. “The worst thing, however, 
that the farmers have to contend with is 
the locusts. The pest that infests the Ar- 
gentine is fully as bad as the locust plague 
with which the Lord afflicted Pharaoh. The 
only differenec was that Pharaoh had his 
locusts for a few days, but the Argentines 
be having theirs as a regular 
thing. The plague does not extend to the 
extreme south, but for the past seven years 
the wheat farmers of the Parana valley 
have been seriously damaged by it. There 
are a lot of loeusts this year. Many neo- 
ple believe that the situation is such that 
the number of locusts will increase from 
year to year, and that the country can 
never be free from them. Thev argue this 
from the location of the Argentine. It is, 
you know, situated in the temperate zone, 
with a delightful climate and a fairly good 
soil. Just above it lies Brazil, which is 
covered with tropical vegetation and vast 
areas of which will never be different from 
what they are now. In this country it is 
claimed that the locusts have their breed- 
ing grounds. They are produced by the 
millions there every year, and as a swarm 


thinks nothing ot a flight ga i se 
miles, you can see that an a y starting 
out from there is a dangerous enemy. They 
say that the locusts breed in Brazil and an- 
nually start out for the south, eating up 
everything they go. They argue that 
they did not come in the remote past, be- 
cause the Argentine was then covered with 
the grass of the pampas. This the 
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‘locusts did not especially care for, but now, 


since they have learned of the juicy, green

such an invasion is. The locusts appear in 
great swarms, which often darken the sun 
if they fly betWeen you and it. They light 
on everything green’and begin eating. The 
branches of the trees bend down with their 
weight and you can hear the snapping of 
their jaws they cruneh the leaves. 

They 
often eat the flesh from the fruit, leaving 
the stones of the peaches ‘hanging to the 
bare branches.

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TALKS OF DR: DIXON'S SERMON 


Thinks the Doctor’s Remarks on the 
Condition of the Negro Were 
Very ood 


Those northern republicans are in an 
awful tangle. They are torn al] to pieces 
on the. Philippine question. The press and 
the pulpit are fulminating their various 
theories and eiving advice in no uncertain 
sounds. Dr. Parkhurst preached a Thanks- 
giving sermon to an immense congregation 
and left the thanks out. He made bold to 
denounce the war as an unholy one, con- 
ceived in sin and waged with iniquity and 
declared that this country had gained neith- 
er glory.nor respect by reason of it. He said 
that not even the president could tell 
whether he deciared war because the 
Maine was exploded or because the Cubans 
were being starved, or because 2 lot of con- 
gressmen threatened to play Judas to the 
administration if he dident declare war. 

He says the president is continually put- 
ting his ear to the ground like an Indian 
to hear what the people of the great west 
have got to say avout it. 

It was a terrible arraignment of the war 
party. 

Dr. Van Dyke, another notable preacher, 


took fot his text ‘The American Birthright 


and the Philippine Pottage,’’ and foreibly 
denounced territorial expansion. Then again 
Dr. Morgan Dix, another strong and popu- 
lar preacher, refused to give thanks “for 
having made war upon a feeble nation a 
war that was entered into for humanity 
sake only and not to acquire territory.” 
And there were other preachers on the 
other side and between the preachers and 
the press the people are bewildered and 
don’t know what to think. But it is to be 
observed that all the preachers have some 
flings to cast at the south about the negro 
except Dr. Thomas Dixon. “The nigger. is 
in the woodpile’ up there and everbody is 
crazy about him. But Dr. Dixon held forth 
in the Grand opera house to an immense 


audience and dared to tell them the truth. ; 


He declared that Mrs. Grannis was simply 
insane and he hoped the Lord would save 
the negro from such friends. He 
said: “I know the southern people 
and the norihern peopie, and IL Know the 
negro. He is better off today than the 
northern working man. He never starves 
Or suffers for bread. The sun not 
rise or set on this city but what some 
white man or woman or children starve 
to death. For every negro in the south 
found sleeping on a bed of straw, I will 
show you five white persons in the north 
who have not got straw, and would be glad 
to have it. The northern white man thinks 
less of the negro than the southern white 
man does, You don’t want him in your house 
nor close about you. No trades are open 
to him here. He is nothing here but a ser- 
Vant; whereas, at the , he competes 
With the white man im every trade and 
walk in che economic world. There are 
0,000 negro voters in New York now, but 
who ever saw a negro office holder among 
them? There is not one, and never wiii be. 
The Anglo-Saxon will rule, and the south- 
rn negro need expect more artificial 
support from the north. The experiment 
is ended. The. war gave this nation a new 
era of its life. The bloody shirt was bur- 
ried on San Juan hiil. ‘he negro’ must 
now stand alone, and there can never be 
a bloody shirt again in this nation. 
The negro alone can solve his problem, and 
he mtist do it, not by. politics, ‘but 
work.”’ 

Well, that sounds fine, but a 
of it is fancy.

Belief That the Oren Door May Mean 

‘. the Final Overthrow of the High 

“Protective Tariff of the Re- 
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Washington, December 3.—(Spedial.)— 

ces the accession of the Philippines mean 
the beginning of the end of high protec- 
tion? 

That is a question being generally asked 
by those people in Washington who have 
' made a study of the American peace terms 
‘with the idea of getting at their effect upon 
‘the future policy of this government. 

Up to this time the ‘‘imperialism’’ buga- 
‘boo has been so vigorously kept to the front 
by the anti-expansion element as to over- 
shadow, to a great extent, the other issues 
raised by this new departure from this 
country’s traditional path. There has been 
all sorts of talk of the impossibility of our 
taking on outlving islands or of our enter- 
ing upon anything like a colonial policy 
with regard to these possessions, and the 
attention of the country has been focused 
wpon that phase of the problem; but now 
that it has been finally determined that no 


such impossibilities exist, and that we are, 
in fact, going to take possession of the 
‘Philippines as well as the former Spanish 
colonies in the West Indies, the declaration 
of the intention of this government to 
operate the Phillippines under the ‘‘open- 
idoor’ policy has caused widespread com- 
ament. 
The Open Door and Protection. 

Those who believe themselves in a posl!- 
‘tion to know have always explained Speak- 
‘er’ Reed's opposition to this so-called ex- 
pansion policy as being based on the con- 
viction that such a policy would inevitably 
Jead to the overthrow of that high protec- 
tion which has been the chief bulwark of 
etrength of the republican party. Other re- 
publicans, as strong protectionists as the 
man from Maine, were swept off their feet 
by the popular tidal wave in favor of first 
the acquisition of Hawaii and, since the 
svar, of the Spanish colonial possessions in 
the Pacific as well as in the Atlantic; but 
Reed was wise enough to see that the two 
ideas of a Chinese wall built around this 
country by high protective duties and of 
expansion, which meant pushing the com- 
merce of this country in all the markets 
of the world, would not go together. 

Other Eyes Are Opened. 

Other republicans have opened their eyes 
to these facts when it was too late. The 
Home Market Club, of Boston, which voices 
the sentiments of the New England manu- 
factures, is now out in = strong protest 
against the expansion idea, and it is the 
very general belief that back of Senator 
Hoar’s pessimistic belief that this govern- 
ment is going to the dogs by the imperial- 
ism route, is this same spectre ~of dead 
protection, 

President McKinley has been pictured 
from one end of the country to the other as 
an imperialist per se, but according to his 
own most recent declarations he has made 
the demand for the Philippines with many 
misgivings in his heart. He does not hesi- 
tate to say, to those with whom he talks 
confidentially, that ‘the would have been 
ereatly relieved had Dewey smashed the 
Spanish fleet out on the high seas. Then 
there would have been no Philippine ques- 
tioa, and there would have been no thought 
of the possession of those islands. He, toa, 
fears the commercial effects upon those 
protected interests whkh are chiefly re- 
sponsible for his own exalted position in 
public life; but ‘having listened to the pop- 
ular expression in favor of expansion and 
annexation, he has done the only possible 
thing in declaring that it is the policy of 
the United States to maintain in the Philip- 
pines an ‘‘open door’ to the world’s com- 
merce. 

No Kick from London. 

It will be noticed that all of the London 
papers give especial praise of this clause 
of the American terms and well they may, 
for under such conditions the American 
,possession of the Philippines is of just as 
great advantage to Great Britain as would 
be British possession of those islands. 
and that without entailing any of the re- 
eponsibility of furnishing a government 
for them. The Spanish, too, can well af- 
ford to @o some laughing up their sleeves, 


though, of course, for political effect they 
are just now putting up a very poor mouth 
over the terms offered them by this gov- 
ernment through Judge Day and his col- 
leagues. Such a policy relieves them of 
the great responsibility of furnishing a 


government and keeping down an ever- 
present rebellion, while tneir merchants , 
‘gill, if they are wise, be able to retain a 


' 
large portion of the commerce which they 


have, through years of long association, 
been able to build up. 

The American manufacturers who have 
been crying loudly for expansion and have 
been picturing to themselves the beauties 
of the operation of these new colonial pos- 
sessions under the American protective 
system, are the only people who do not see 
g0od reason for congratulation in the pres- 
ent outl@ok. ~ 

Chinese Wall Must Go. 

Andrew Carnegie, the great iron and 
steel manufacturer, was here yesterday 
for the purpose of a conference with the 
president. Mr. Carnégié is one of the 
strongest opponents of expansion in Amer- 
ica. In giving his reasons for his belief 
he talks “imperialism,”’ the “impossibility 
of one people governing another” and all 
that; Lut down in his heart he sees, as 
others are beginning to see, the impossi- 
bility, of the preservation of the present 
protective system if an “‘open-door’’ policy 
lbas to be ingrafted upon it, for the. ‘‘open- 
door’ means freer, if not absolutely free, 
trade and under such a policy the Chinese 
wall which is the product of the republi- 
can home market idea must in the end be 
battered down. 

In view of these conditions a great tariff 
fight in congress and, indeed, inside the 
ranks of the republican party, is among 
the things to be expected before the prob- 
lems presented by the Spanish war ere 
solved, 

pe one phase of the situation out of 
whith the protectionists are able to take 
comfort is that the democrats have failed 
to grasp the political advantage which 
seemed at hand for them. Those demo- 
cratic leaders who have ezdeavored to 
commit their party against the expansion 
policy have, to some extent at leagt, play- 
ed into the hands of the republicans. Had 
they succeded in so committing their 
party their action would have proved their 
power of strength to the republicans, but 
so long as the territorial question does not 
become a party question the democrats of 
congress will be in a position to grasp 
the advantages which would naturally 
come to them through their long advocacy 
of a revenue tariff,

REMOVES STUMBLING BLOCK 


Which Was in the Way of the Nicara- 
gua Canal. 


WHERE THE MAIN OPPOSITION COMES FROM 


Pacific Railroads Now Control Trans- 
portation to the Pacific and Canal 
Would Hurt Them. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 3.—(Special.)—The 
early demise of the United States of Cen- 
tral America may be of great importance 
to the great nationa| policy—the construr- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. 

The death of this just-formed federation 
means, according to the best advices of 
those informed upon the subject, the wip- 
ing out of the lately granted concession, 
to what is known as Eyre-Cragin syndi- 
cate, which has appeared as the most re- 
cent stumbling block in the way of the 
success of the canal project. 

It is charged, and believed by those most 
familiar with the canal situation, that the 
federation of Nicaragua, Salvador and Hon- 
duras was formed at the instance of Ni- 
caragua for the express purpose of pre- 
venting the construction of the canal by 
this government; that its first purpose 
Was to subjugate Costa Rica and deprive 
her of the rights she possesses asa stock- 
holder in the canal company, and as a SOv- 
ereign power exercising dominion over that 
portion of the canal route which lies with- 
in her border; and that the end in view 
was to neither hold up this government for 
money or to place the control of matters 
in the handg of persons inimical to the ca- 
nal project. 

Men like Senator Morgan and others who 
have been most prominent in their work 
for the Nicaraguan cana] and in their sup- 
port of the plan for the construction for 
that enterprise on the basis of the conces- 
sion now held by the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, have felt that there was no danger 
at all from this new concession, and have 
said that the creation of the United States 
of Central America was not a menace to the 
canal project for the reason that it could 
do no harm; but others, whd have feared 
that there Were possibilities of harm in it, 
are glad to see that the confederation has 
gone to pieces for such dissolution will en- 
able this government to deal with the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua direct, and Nicarag- 
ua cannot long escape that sovereign re- 
sponsibility which she has attempted to 
escape by merging her gsovereignity into 
the new union. 

Costa Rica’s Rights. 

The arrival of President Iglesias of Cos- 
ta Rica, followed as it has been by the ap- 
pearance on tthe scene of the men in con- 
trol of the Panama canal, has had a ten- 
dency to bring the whole question promi- 
nently to the front. 

The object of the visit of the president 
of Costa Rica is very evident. He has had 
little to say for publication about the canal, 
but the interest of this government in the 
project ig the same as that of this govern- 
ment. He has come for a full conference 
with the president upon the subjeret and he 
will go away with every assurance that the 
rights of his country are going to be pro- 
tected. 

For President McKinley, in his message 
to congress, is going tostrongly urge thata 
bill providing for the construction of the 
canal, based on the concession held by the 
Maritime Canal Company, be enacted as 
promptly as possible; and in securing this 


end he is gotag to have the active and | 


earnest assistance of the senate committee 
having the canal bill in charge. 

Which means that the Eyre-Cragin con- 
cession is regarded ag of no value, and, in 
the action of this government, is not to be 
considered. 

As for the Panama canal people, they are 
here with a strong lobby, the object of 
tigeir visit b to prevent, if possible, 
the construction of the canal through Nic- 
aragua. It has been reported that they 


‘were going to make an @ffer to sejl their 


holdings, and they have hinted mysteri- 
ously at a plan by which this government 
Was to contro] the Panama canal without 
having any of the responsibility of con- 
struction or ownership. As yet they thave 
not disclosed that plan. It is safe to say, 
however, that the temper of congress is 
not such as will allow itself to be blinded 
by a lot of specious promses. 
Senator Morgan ls Confident. 

Of all the men in public life, Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, is the best-posted 
on matters appertaining to the great sub- 
ject of a trans-isthanian canal. He has 
given the subject the closest study, and 
there is no phase of the many complications 
which have grown around the project that 
be does not thoroughly understand. He 
confident that congress, early in the 
sion, will pass the canal bill, and that all 
these efforts to injure the project will fail. 
In speaking of the opposition which is now 
manifesting itself, Senator Morgan said 
to me: 

The president understands the character 
of this opposition, and so does congress. 
The Pacific railroads whirh contro] the bus- 
iness of transportation from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific in this country, and 
Panama railroad, 
the isthmus, and which is one of the rich- 
est railroad properties im the world, are 
fighting the canal project because they fexr 
it will injure the business of which they 
now have a practical monopoly. The puosi- 
cion of the Panama railway canal people 
is very easily urnderstoond, They come to 
us representing a hundred thousand stock- 
holders in a French corporation and_ urge 
us to abandon the Nicaragua canal because 
it may injure the value of their stock. They 
are assisted in this by some people in this 
country who raise their thands in horror at 
the thought of the government reimbursing 
to some of our own citizens the money they 
have spent in making the survey for the 
canal and in putting the work where it now 
is. In order to avert the possibility of 
some Americans getting back the money 
which, from patriotic motives, they have 
put into the Nicaragua canal, there are a 
few people in America who waquld abandon 
this great national project and throw all of 
the ‘opportunity to make money into the 
hands of citizens of France, but there are 
not very many of these people, I am sure.”’ 

I asked Senator Morgan if he didn't re- 
gard the dissolution of the United States 
of Central America as a good thing for the 
canal. 

“Oh, no,” he said, ‘I have never thought

have known that this government would 
not, of course, allow such flagrant wrong to 
be done its citizens, and itself as was 
@ ntemplated by that act of the government 
of Nicaragua in granting the so-called new 
concession. ‘That concession has no leg to 
stand on. Pnder the terms.of the conces- 
sion held by what ig now the Maritime Ca- 
nal Company, the company has the clear 
right to an extension of the time in Which 
to build the canal and it has, by express 
stipulation, the right to have al! matters 
in controversy between itself and the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua submitted to arbitra- 
tion. Under the terms of this contract, 
and because of the further fact that it has 
no right to act independently of Costa 
Rosta Rica in the matter, Nicaragua’s dec- 
laration that the concession of the Mari- 
time company expires in October, 1899, is 
entirely worthless.’’ 
How It Was Worked. 

In this connection I leurned some highly 
interesting facts about the manner in which 
this Eyre-Cragin concession was obtained. 

It is charged that the Opposition of Pres- 
ident Zelaya to the Maritime company is 
due to the fact that it failed°to put up a 
large amount of money or its equivalent in 
arms and ammunition at a time when there 
wus int:rnal discord in Nicaragua, and an 
effort was made to overthrow the Zelaya 
government, 

As to the later movements, Nicaragua 
had already determ‘ned to go into the 
United States of Central America and the 
days of her independent existence were 
rapidly drawing to an end. An extraor- 
dinary session of the congress was cal.ed 
and on the last day before tne new union 
went into effect the bill granting this new 
concession was passed. it is said that the 
new syndicate put up $20,000 to pay the ex- 
penses of this extraordinary session, and 
it is believed by those familiar with metnh- 
ods of icgislation in those South American 
and Central American states that this $29,- 
000 item was one of the smallest in their bill 
of expense. It has been charged that Hunt- 
ington and the Pacific railroads are back 
of this concession, but the only name of 
prominence that has been used in connec- 
tion with it is that of William R. Grace, 
of New York, As ior Messrs. Eyre and 
Cragin, nothing apparently is known about 
them; certainly they are not known as 1n- 
ternational financiers. 

All Kinds of Bad Faith. 

The action of the congress of Nicaragua 
in granting this corcession will be bittermy 
attacked by the suppurters of the canal 
bill before congress. All kinds of bad 
fuith will be charged against Zelaya ézud 
his government—bad faitn not omy toward 
tne Maritime company, but tuward Costa 
Rica, this government, and the canal pro- 
ject as a broad; proposition. The action in 
granting this concession is declared to be 
without any support in justice and 
equity, and to violate, with ruthless disre- 
gurd of national comity, the hitherto cor- 
dial relations of the United States and 
Nicaragua. The-concession is declared to 
be nothing short of a conspiracy whose pur- 
pose is to force our government into the 
payment of a large sum as compensation 
for the future consent of Nicaragua fur the 
creation of a canai. 

The fact is not generally known—but it 
is a fact—that Costa Rica ‘has a clear rizlit 
to a partial control of any canal alorg 
the channel of the San Juan river, and that 
the rights of Costa Rica are as well de- 
fined and as important as those of Nicara- 
gua, even if not so large, 

Will Hold Nicaragua Responsible. 

The committee having in charge the canal 
bill is convinced that tre Eyre-Cragin con- 
cession should not be allowed to stand at 
all in the way of the great work. and it 
will recommetlid that, congress proceel to 
the complet 


law, 


® execution of the concession of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica to the Maritime 
company without permitting any interrup- 
tion from this effort of Nicaraguo to pre- 
vent the building of the canal under the 
contract embodied in her concession and 
under the guarantees in her treaty with the 
United States. This last act on t'he part of 
Nicaragua is to be ignored and the whole 
power of the government will be used, if 
it is necessary, to make Nicaragua stand to 
her promiscs. 

Under the bill now pending, and which 
Wiil doubtless become a law, the United 
States government steps in and takes the 
place of the recent stockholders in the 
Maritime Canal Company. Nicaragua will 
then have to deal with this government 
direct, and she will not be allowed to pre- 
vent, by any failure to keep her promises, 
the construction of the canal.

INTEREST IN RELIGION 


IS NOT REDUCED 


“The deciine In the proportion to the con- 
€regation of communicants reported in 
eome Episcopal, Methodist and other 


churches does not of {itself prove a reduced 


interest in religion,”” observes The Christian 
Register (Unit.), of Boston. ‘“‘The obliga- 
tions of the creeds do not press themselves 
upon the minds and consciences of religious 
people unt!l they attempt to join the church. 
As church membership is no longer a war- 
rant of eternal salvation, many good and 
wise people are content to omit subscription 
to a creed which they no longer believe 
without, therefore, rejecting the spirit of re- 
ligion or losing interest in the laws of the 
g00d life or dispensing with aids to devo- 
tion. In the great revival of 1740, George 
Whitefield and Jonathan Edwards charged 
the professors in Harvard college with the 
ministers and churches of New England, 
with irreligion, because tne old forms of 
eonversion and church membership were 
not imposed upon the. people. The creeds 
and covenants remained unchanged, but 
were accepted by so few that in many con- 
gregational parishes the ‘church’ might 
contain only a small minority of the con- 
gregation. If the churches now would have 
a large membership and many communis 
cants, they must meet the 
with a creed which will be 
least, as the conditions of 
heaven.”’

PRIEST WILL CURE THOSE 
GIVEN TO DRINK HABIT.

The 
institution will be non-sectarian, but under 
the auspices of prominent clergymen of the 
Cabthelic chureh, 3ishop Wigger ‘has given 
his official sanction to the prime movers 
in the project to place their plains in opera- 
tion. The pringipal leaders Wihis ‘highly 
méritorious work,” to use “thé words of 
Bishop Wigger, is the Rev. J. Cc. Mac kEr- 
Jane, pastorwef.st. Hernard’s church, Mount 
Hope, N. J., the Well knewn author of a sci- 
entific treatise on the effects of alcohol 
on the human system. He has aiready 
secured and paid for the ground on a beau- 
tiful location on heights overlooking 
New york bay and has also received some 
very prattical support In the way of ‘dona- 
tions for the erection of the building from 
the clergy and laity of the country. Early 
in the spring the work on the bui.ding will 
begin, the cost being about $75,000. In the 
meantime Father MacErlane is actively de- 
voting his spare time to the collecting of 
funds for the erection of the sanitarium. 
His treatment in the disease of the drink 
habit is no longer a theory but a scientifie 
and pathological fuct. In addition to his 
moral prirciples of reform, such as advo- 
cated by Father Mathew, and after years 
of close study of the various remedies for 
the disease of strong drink, he himself has 
evolved a method of physical treatment 
which has proved most etficacious in remov- 
ing the desire and thirst for strong drink. 
He says: “Our gecommodation was poor 
and unsuitable, still we can point to not a 
few who have been sober for years owing to 
our treatment. If we had but a suitable 
home, such as we propose to erect, the ex- 
tent and efficacy of the treatment would be 
felt far and wide.’’ 
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CAUSES OF ANTAGONISM 
NOW NO LONGER EXIST 
“Many of the causes which led Congre- 
gationalists and Episcopalians to antagon- 
ize each other no Jonger exist in this coun- 
try,’”’ remarks The Congregationalist of 
Boston. ‘Neither denomination now fears 
that the other will secure state support. 
Many American Episcopalians would con- 
demn attempts to impose upon Congrega- 
tionalists the legal and social disabilities 
under which they have long suffered in 
England, but which even there are being 
to a considerable extent removed. On the 
Other hand, Congregutionalists have lost 
their dislike of church festivals, such as 
Christmas and Easter. They no longer re- 
fuse to join in written prayers and other 
ritual serviee. They enjoy stained glass win- 
dows and organ music. Trey have, in many 
ehurches and without serious prot est from 
any, used forms of worship which former- 
ly were confined to liturgical bodies. Why, 
then, cannot Cong“egationalists unite with 
Episcopalians? The cuief obstacles to such 
union are three. First, CongregationaPists 
refuse to deny that there are any genuine 
ministers of Christ except those who have 
been ordained in Episcopal, Roman Catholie 
or Free Cathotic churches. Second, Congre- 
gational ehurches refuse to accept the dic- 
tation of bishops. Third, Congregationalists 
are not willing to confine their public wor- 
ship to the language of the praver book.

Judge Lumpkin rendered a decision yes- 
terday in which he held that the debentures 
issued Ly the Atlanta and-West Point rail- 
road and held by residents of Atlanta and 
Fulton county are taxable. He ordered the 
city tax have the names of 
the holders of the debentures placed on the 
taxbooks for t898 and that the amount of 
taxes due on debentures for 1898, 1897, 
1896, 1895 and 1894 be collected at once. 

One hundred and one thousand dollars of 
the debentures are pbeld in Atlanta. The 
tax on these for the present year and four 
years preceding will amount to a large 
sum. The decision is an important one, “as 
it establishes a precedent that may ex: 
tend inta all counties of the state and bring 
into the public treasuries a large 
that has heretofore found 
among the public funds.

Lieutenant Tells How He Went Through 
* the Spanish Lines. 


HE FOUND CERVERA’S FLEET 


Was Not Selected fo: Work, buf Vol- 
unteered When Mar Was Needed. 


'WEARY OF MONOTONY OF THE BLOCKADE 


Cuban Commander Detailed Men To 
\_ PassiThrough Spenish Army with 
te the Caolinian. 


A : . 

Charieston, 8. C., December 3.—(Specia!.)— 
Lieutenant Victor Blue, of the United 
‘States navy,. gave his own story of how he 
; Went through the Spanish lines to find Cer- 
ivera’s fleet, at the banquet of the St. An- 
huotshaicel Society last night. Lieutenant Blue, 
who is in command of the captured Spanish 
‘gunboat, the Alvarado, is sperding some 
‘time with his family in this state, and ne 
‘was given a royal reception in Charleston, 
The following is jis story of his march: 

“When it wags finally thought that 
had itucated Cervera’s fleet in the 
ot Santiago, it wus not detinileiy kiown 
that all of them were there. At first we 
elt sure of it, but we wot a good Many 
reports from aifferent paris of tne Cuban 
coast that gunboats had sigated Spgnish 
cruisers; European newspacjers hid pub- 
dished as a fact that all of Cervera’s fect 
'Was not in Santiagv harbor. There was a 
dittle uneasiness felt, and fipaily the navy 
department telegraphed to Admiral Scomp- 
60n to find out Gefinitely. hat was the rea- 
Ison of my going. My woing, however, was 
simply amere accident. 1 arppered to Le 
‘on hand when the admiral wanted this in- 
formation, and happening to be at tie place 
and heuzring about it, I put in @ word to go 
‘myself, and was ordered to take the duty. 
iI wasn’t selected for it xt ail. I wanted 
to break the monotony of that bicckade. 
“That was some time before the army lar.d- 
ed in Cuba. They all landed to the ezst- 
ward of Santiago, and at this time the 
Spaniards expected the advance from the 
‘westward, the Cuban lines being all there 
lout from the west side up; they had been 
advancing and retreating, gaining and los- 
ing ground, all the way from Asserrados 
to Point Cocal, about five miJles from the 
bay, Asserados Leing about nineteen. 

“T landed and went to the Cuban quarters 
and there got a guide, and with orders, or 
Jetters, ratmer, to all the Cuban command-, 
ers in the field to give me carte blanche for 
anything I requested. 

‘*The Spanish lines 


we 
harvor 


were spread out thick- 
Iv from the coast, entrenched in many 
places, and it seemed impossible to get 
through to the northwestward—they were 

waiting entrenched, probably one thousand 
imen, spread out over o territory of six or 
eight miles, and there they had the skirm- 
sh lines fronting the Cuban lines, extended 
‘out about fifteen miles from the bay, and 
we ‘had to go through the lines about fifteen 
miles out. 

‘Tt took this guide and went out into the 
‘hills on the northwest side, and going on 
the Cuban lines there. the colonel in com- 
mand—lI have forgotten his name—gave me 
three other men well acquainted? with the 
country, who had lived there all their lives 
‘and knew every part of it—men who could 
“be trusted. I took these four men, my 
original guide and these three footmen, in- 
fantrymen—the other man. a major in the 
Cuban army. on mule back—with me. By 
tlie way. I didn’t learn to ride a mule in 
South Carolina, but had some experience 
with them at one time in Mexico. I coukd 
‘peak Spanish. We went to the Cuban 
outpost. started from there and penetrated 
the Spanish limes. Of course. after we got 
through the lines the only difficulty was in 
avoiding the small bands of Spaniards that 
may have been prowling around there in 
squads, patrolling the country and getting 
in near the hills, so as to reach a point of 
ohservation. 

“We did not have much trouble. We 

passed some times in close proximity to tho 
Spantards and heard them skirmishing with 
the Cuban forces, but always kept out of 
their way. We wern’t going into any 
fichts: we were prepared to run, uniess we 
were crowded to the wall, then I dont 
know what we might have done. But we 
managed to get through the lines at first, 
and my object was to go ir and keen g0- 
ing throughout the night until we reac hed 
this place of observation. The Cubans 
seemed to know better than I did about the 
arrangement of things and they all went 
on a strike about 9 o’clock—would not go 
any further. TI could not persuade them 
to do so. so T finally took their view. 
We turned back through the woods and 
‘they hailed a house—hooted like an owl]— 
and got some answer I didn’t understand, 
hut they said it was all right, and we could 
go up fo that house. We went there and 
they took us in, fed us and eave us a 
brick floor to sleep on. They told us if we 
‘had gone on that road we would have run 
into the Spaniards in about fifteen minutes. 
‘This fellow, who lived there, happened to 
Le a Frenchman. 

“The next morning we got off. He told 
us the road we could take to get rid of 
‘the Spaniards. They were going around , 
from place to place, and we would inquire 
ifrom the ‘pacificos’ —Those Cubans who did 
not take part in the war were called ‘pa- 
eificos’—where to go to avoid the Span- 
-4ards. They proved very loyal. 1 wish here 
to pay a tribute to these people. lf they 
had wished we never could have accom- 
plished our object; or if we had accom- 
Plished it we never could have got out. 
They were free to give us, where the 
country was thickly settled, the needs of 
our going there so freely. all over the coun- 
try. These Cuban guides I had thought it 
was a great thing, their going on, and in 
order to make it more importent the v had 
told all the ‘pacificos’ living there that I 
was going in to blow up all those ships 
with dynamite. They all believed it, of 
course, and on.my way back I found the 
whole country was aroused there, and peo- 
iple would come miles through the country 
to see me, and also to give advice as to 
how to avoid the Spaniards. Just before 
we got through the lines—went to go 
through the woods—they told us we could 
not go any further. We had to disperse. 
'T kept my horseman along with me. The 
ithree infantrymen went through the’ woods. 
T haven't heard of them since. I hope 
they got back all right. 
“That is about all there was of it. Some- 
times. of course, we came in sight of the 
Spaniards, three or four hundred at a 
place. The woods were thick. T used to 
hunt a good deal as a boy in Marion counry, 
and Tt knew how toa crawl through the 
brush: had very little @ifficulty. JT finally 
got through the lines 
after bheing out about 
Spaniards informed me, 
Santiago, that they were on my 
started one day too late. 

“That is all of it. It does not amount to 
much afcer all.”’

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Relation of the Races. 

In another column, Rev. B. ‘I. Harvey, 
colored pastor of Antioch Baptist church, 
makes an appeal to his race. Itisa 
very interesting letter from first to last, 
full of strong, common tem be and sound 
advice tersely put, 

There igs one*expression in the letter 
to which, as it carries with it more 
than half the problem, we desire to call 
attention. ‘That expression is as fol- 
lows: “I am well aware that what I 
am about to say will not be popular 
with my people, nor with the ‘talented 
tenth’ of my people.” Now, in this fact 
dwell the origin and the occasion of 
pretty much all the trouble that has 
arisen; in this fact the great- 
er part of the impediments to the 
progress of the negro are to be 
found. Let a politician, atien to all 
real sympathy with the negroes, come 
among them preaching enmity and 
breathing intolerance against the whites, 
and he is hailed as a Moses. Yet fie is 
not trying to lead them out of the wild- 
erness, but is merely trying to get their 
votes for some other politician who 
knows nothing about them and cares 
less. As political automata, they are 
very precious; as men who need sym- 
pathy and enconragement of the most 
practical kind, they do not figure at all. 

As the lIetter of Rev. B. T. Harvey is 
in the nature of a strong protest against 
the folly the race commits when it pins 
its faith to politicians, we have no doubt 
that he will be criticised most severely 
by those who have eyes but refuse to 
see. We have never discovered that Book- 
er T. Washington is very popular with 
his race. ‘The whites applaud him be- 
cause they have hopes that, after awhile, 
his voice will prevail; but we have never 
heard that the negroes applaud him. 
The reason is plain. He is not a poli- 
tician; he doesn’t advise the negroes to 
go about breathing hatred against their 
white neighbors; he urges them to give 
up the idea that they will ever be bene- 
fited by partisan politics. The result is, 
we have never heard of any of the “‘tal- 
ented tenth,” so aptly designated by Rev. 
B. T. Harvey, of Antioch, paying any 
tribute to Booker T. Washington. 

The great trouble is that if you de- 
prive this ‘talented tenth” of partisan 
polities, all their education has been for 
naught. If they are not to hate, and 
despise, and oppose the whites, to what 
end have they been taught republican- 
ism? Why, in this college they have 
been taught that civility to a white 
southerner is servility; that simple po- 
liteness is a part of the dregs of humili- 
ation. They will say of the Rev. B. T. 
Harvey, as some of them say of Book- 
er T. ‘Washington, that he is simply try- 
ing to attract the attention of the white 
southerners. 

One of the results of attending this 


ee ee 


‘college of republicanism and graduating 


with the first honors of partisanship, 
was seen when the representative of this 
“talented tenth” took charge of the mu- 
nicipal government at Wilmington. The 
most of them possessed what is called 
an education; but that education does 
not imply wisdom is shown by the re- 
sults. ‘Did they undertake to show to 
the world, to their friends and well- 
wishers everywhere, that, though they 
were negroes, they were capable of gov- 
erning wisely and well? ‘hat, as they 
had interests in the city to guard and 
protect, they would also guard and pro- 
tect the interests of the whites? 

Why, such ideas never for a moment 
entered their heads. What were they 
there for but to insult, annoy and vex 
the white men, and loot the city and 
county establishments? What else had 
the doctors of republicanism taught 
them? From this folly they had a ter- 
rible awakening; but we maintain that, 
foolish as they were, the negroes were 
not so.much to blame as those who, 
through a long course of training, have 
taught them to hate their white neigh- 
bors at the south, and to regard them as 
enemies. And the negroes that were 
slain are the victims of the republican 
politicians who have taught them that 
they have no duties and responsibilities 
toward the people among whom their 
lot is cast. 

‘If Rev. B. T. Harvey will preach as he 
writes and drive home the facts and 
trnths of the situation, he will do a great 
work for his race; and if he fails of ap- 
preciation now, he will find it some day. 
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Seeking More Law. 

Circulars have been issued by a com- 
mittee which has constituted itself the 
special protector of the American flag, 
urging the adoption of laws whereby 
any use of the flag save at the head of 
the army may be punishable. 

The circular, goes on to describe how 
in European countries the flag is held 
up as a piece of sacred-cloth which it is 
almost unlawful for a man to look upon. 


Much comfort is taken 
that in these European nations no one 
dare place his finger upon the national 
standard for fear that he might be guil- 
ty of what the German kaiser calls “‘lese 
majeste.” This state of affairs has com- 
mended itself to a number of well-mean- 
ing people in this country, who would 
load the statute books with more laws 
having for their purpose the painful 
and scrupuloug protection of every little 
particle or piece of striped cloth in sight. 
It seems to us that we have no need 
of following European precedence, Amer- 
ican loyalty lies much deeper than any 
created thing, and it may be depended 
upon to protect the flag most effective- 
ly the less the law has to do with it. 
The American flag has always been the 
representative of enlarged freedom, of 
personal rights, and of the absence of 
the hated militarism of Europe. It has 
never yet become the agent of compul- 
sion. As long as it remains what it is, 
its best protection will be in the hearts 
of the people. It is not true, certain- 
ly in the south, that the American flag 
is subject to any indignity. It is hardly 
to be believed that the people of the 
north are any less scrupulous about hon. 
oring the banner oftheir country. The 
greatest praise which can be bestowed 
upon the American flag, and an honor 
which the flag of no other nation can 
claim, is that it sits enthroned in the af- 
fections of the people whom it repre- 
sents, and that it is satisfied with the 
voluntary homage of a free people. 


Country or Town? 

A correspondent who writes from the 
experiment station of Lake City, I‘la., 
wants to know whether it is best to live 
in the city or in the country. 

The inquiry is one calculated to rouse 
a long train of speculation. The an- 
swer to it depends on so many condi- 
tions, circumstances, probabilities and 
possibilities that even a suggestion is 
likely to create a wrong impression; and 


even the inquiry resolves itself into a 


vague question which may mean much 
or little. 

We bave observed that when a man 
who has been raised in the country 
comes to town and succeeds in winning 
a competency from the hand of fickle 
fortune, all hig desires turn toward the 
country again. He remembers the hap- 
py days on the old farm. They seemed 
hard days at the time, but when light- 
fingered memory begins to spin her web 
she has the knack of embroidering and 
gilding the hardships of youth until they 
appear to be the happiest experiences 
of life. And s0, as we grow older, we 
long more and more for the scenes of 
our early days, or for surroundings 
that will be a perpetual reminder. 

Colonel George W. Adair, of West End, 
has a standing offer of $2.75 for a ginger 
cake that will be as agreeable to his taste 
as the ginger cakes that old Aunt Min- 
ervy Ann used to bakein Decatur. We 
are authorized to say that he will even 
pay as much as $5.25 for such a cake. So 
it ever is with those choice spirits who, 
having run their careers in town, would 
now be glad to return to the homes of 
their youth. ‘There are a dozen men in 
Atlanta who will pay boom prices for 
duplicates of the farm homes that were 
dear to their childhood. They are will- 
‘ing, indeed, to pay as high as $1,000 an, 
acre. But wheh it came to the delivery 
of the goods, so to speak, they would 
be exacting. Is the same old gum in 
the spring? Are the martin gourds still 
rattling on the pine pole in the hoarse 
lot? Is the plum thicket still standing 
wh the old sedge field? Is the wash- 
hole still where it used to be on the 
branch? Is the may apple tree still 
standing in the garden? And are the 
bee-gums sitting on the sunny side of 
the privet hedge? Are Jolly and Loud 
still about the place, as ready to run 
rabbits in the day time as they are to 
tree ’possums at night? Are Beck and 
Puss, the match mules, ready to be 
hitched to the wagon. Are Buck and 
Ball, the steers, waiting for Crooked- 
leg Jim to put them to the cart? Is 
old Aunt Minervy Ann Singing in the 
kitchen ready to get about cooking din- 
ner? Are Tom, and Bill, and Frank 
making arrangements to go coon hunt- 
ing? 

You say you know nothing about all 
these things, and yet you were ready 
to make a deed to a duplicate of the 
old farm. Why, did you suppose you 
were to be paid $1,000 an acre for bare 
land and empty houses? Dear sir, we 
don’t want the land and the empty 
houses. We want the old times, the 
old things, the old friends, the old sur- 
roundings. Put these in and we'll give 
you $10,000 an acre; but until you can 
put ’em in, don’t come and tell us you 
can duplicate the farms we knew. 

You see, gentle reader, it is a case of 
Colonel Adair’s ginger cake over again. 
The town is a good place for those who 
can make their way there, but whether 
they can make their Way or not depends 

ntirely on individual traits, qualities 
and characteristics. But, just at this 
time, We think that a man who was born 
and raised in the country and has grown 
to manhood \there, makes a terrible 
mistake when he gues to a town or city, 
especially if he leaves the coimntry be- 
cause he can’t make money on the farm. 

In the first place, the very conditions 
whieh‘ have cut down the resources and 
returns of the farmer, have been just 
as active in the city. These conditions 
are now such that only the most skill- 
ful and experienced workmen can find 
employment, and even these find their 
wages uncomfortably small. The farm- 
er, old or young, who deserts the coun- 
try because he can’t make mpney, takes 
a step that is likely to cause him a deal 
of trouble and anguish. He can make 
a living in_the country; can he do so 
much in town or city? He will find 
hundreds there before him. He will find 
idle hundreds of men who are really 
capable of doing in an expert manner 
such labor as is necessary in a city. Tlow 
can he, who knows: nothing at all of 
city life, or of the demands made upon 
those who live there—how can he hope 
to compete with this vast force? 

Just as cotfon has gone down in the 
country, so have wages gone down int 
towns and cities. and, in addition, hun- 
dreds have been thrown out of employ- 
ment by the depression in all depart- 
ments of industry. The great multitude 
of laborers in cities are fortunate these 
days if they can get enough bread to 
eat. But in the country a farmer can 
always make a living; he can always 
raise enough bread and provisions ta 
keep body and soul together: but this 
is not so in the towns and cities. Todav 
in many cities, in spite of the activity of 
those engaged in. public and private 
charities, starvation seizes on many vic- 
tims. 

No; the gold standard ig working its 
hdpibie results in towns and cities as 
‘well as on the farms; property owners 


from the fact | 


in cities have been called on to make 
sacrifices quite as great as those who 
own property in the country. There- 
fore we advise farmers to stay on the 
farm, even ff it is a rented one, There 
they can make a living. 

As to the Passion Play. 

The fact that the time is drawing near 
for the beginning of preparations for the 
Passion Play, which is presented every 
ten years at Oberammergau, in Bavaria, 
again brings up the question as to the 
propriety of permitting such a spectacle 
as this. This same problem has often 
suggested itself to the Bavarian authori- 
ties, and this year they are debating 
longer than usual before giving the nec- 
essary consent. 

There can be little doubt that the Ba- 
varians themselves enter into the affair 
from a religious standpoint, and with a 
zealous disregard for mercenary profit. 
The work of preparing the spectacle is 
arduous, and the training which the 
various characters must accomplish be- 
fore being fit for active service, is such 
as to discourage all except the most gelf- 
less and consecrated men. The pro- 
jectors of the affair argue that the Pas- 
sion Play is the only means of present- 
ing to those of simple mind and uncul- 
tured intellect the great truths embodied 
in the story of the crucifixion, and that 
ag those who participate in it are all of 
holy life and purposes, no sacrilege is 
wrought. 

However much all this may be true, it 
is nevertheless a fact that from the 
viewpoint of the spectator, the play has 
degenerated. When first it was con- 
ceived and presented, those who wit- 
-nessed it were moved only by motives 
of the purest religion, but now it takes 
its place in the rank of what is known 
as “attractions” the world over, and as 
such, thousands flock to the little Ba- 
varian village every ten years to see it. 
Withdrawing from discussion altogether 
the issue of sacrilege, it will readily be 
seen that the Passion Play has somehow 
lost the high purpose which brought it 
into existence, and which could be the 
only excuse for its portrayal. 

Tt is to be hoped, therefore, for these 
and other reasons, that the authorities 
will canvass the entire situation thor- 
oughly before they lend their counte- 
nance to another such exhibition,

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Tt is not easy for an American, accus- 
tomed to look upon al) Africa, aside from 
Egypt, Algiers and Cape Town, chiefly as 
a vast coilection of. swamps, deserts and 
more or less savage negroes, to realize 
the importance of the present dispute be- 
tween England and France over Fashoda 
and the Bahr-el-Ghazal. It has been sug- 
gested that France might waive such 
rights as she may have or claim at Fasho- 
da in lieu of concession in the district 
Known as the Bahr-el-Ghazal, but a recent 
exhaustive article in The London Times 
upon that old “2zyptian provinee indicates 
that England will scarcely be willing to 
exchange her control over. this region’ for 
that at Fashoda. She is much more likely 
to ‘insist upon both, even at the cost of 
war. The beginnings of the present dis- 
pute may be traced back to 1895, waen M. 
Liotard, governor of the Mobangi province 
of the I*rench Congo, passed through the 
Bahr-el-Ghazal. This action led to a firm 
declaration of the rights of: England by 
Sir Edward Grey on the part of Lord Rose- 
bery’s government, a_ position atterwards 
sustained als» by Lord Salisbury. By these 
declarations England affirmed her right 
to the Whole valley of the Nile as within 
the Anglo-Egyptian sphere of influence. 
The only solution of the Fashoda question 
that will probably be satisfactory to Eng- 
land would be the withdrawal of the 
French forces both from Fashoda and the 
Bahr-el-Ghazal to the Mobangi valley, 
Whence they started three years ago. 

A new use has been found in steel by a 
Sheffield, kngland, firm, which is.making a 
steel hurness trace, consisting of'a narrow 
ribbon of steel, from three-fourths to one 
inch wide, rolled very thin and cased in 
leather. A single trace of this kind, when 
tested at the Sheffield testing works, re- 
corded a tensile breaking strain of 4,575 
pounds, while an ordinary leather traee ot 
the best quality, tested at the same time, 
broke ut a strain of 2,700 pounds. In addi- 
tion to being lighter and stronger than the 
ordinary trace, the steel article is about 20 
per cent cheaper. The steel is necessarily 
of the very finest quality, and {fs so pliable 
that it can be twisted in any direction. 


Louisville has a@ workman who is paid 
a good salary for doing nothing. He has 
Simply to keep to himself an invaluable 
and practically unknown formula ysed in 
the preparation of enameling, which he 
inherited as the only bequest of his father, 
who worked it out by thirty years of labor. 

By a contract Aloysius Massman, skilled 
enameler, is paid $2,000 a year for the 
next five years by six of the largest man- 
ufactories in American, only one of whioh 
is to obtain the formula, and the others 
are cheerfully paying to prevent the secret 
betny published abroad, thus insuring 
against other enterprises im nea lately 
starting, as would follow if the method 
was known. The story of the invention 
and the steps which have been taken to 
keep it.quiet are as stranyve as the tales of 
alchemy and the philasepher’s stone.

| GOVERNOR BULLOCK WRITES 


ON THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


The New York Sun prints a letter from 
ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock, of Geor- 
gia, as follows: 

Editor Sun—Your edition of Sunday, 
November 27th, contained a striking edito- 
rial—‘The Great Revolution at the South.” 

In this article you make kind reference 
to myself, and to a cemmunication of 
mine recently published by, your neigh- 
bor, The Press, 

If my personal history is of any import- 
ance in this discussion, let me say for my- 
self that I came from New York state and 
made my home in Georgia before I was old 
enough to vote. The cities of Augusta 
and of Atlanta have been my homes since 
then. I was a Georgia slaveholder, and 
opposed secession so long as it was a dé- 
batable issue; voted for Bell and Everett, 
and was in the confederate service from 
Fort Sumter to Appomattox, where I[ gave 
my parole as son acting quartermaster 
general of the confederate states, My 
parole bound me to return to my home 
and to obey the laws there in force. This 
parole I have carefully kept. I was never 
a@ politician, was never a candidate but 
for the one political offlee which | held, 
and have no ambition to be a candidate 
for any other. _I resigned the position of 
president of the Macon and Augusta rail- 
road, and of secretary of the Southern 
Express Company, When [ a 
office of governor. 

I did not, as you say, “start out as a 
stout supporter of negro franchise,’’ nor 
did 1 owe to it my “elevation to the gov- 
ernorship of Georgia.”’ 

In the first public speech I made after 
accepting nomination as a delegate from 
my county, to the constitutional conven- 
tion, called under the congressional law 
for the reconstruction of the southern 
States, I deprecated the wholesale en- 
franchisement of the negroes, because of 
their unfitness for its responsibilities, but 
counseled our white people to accept the 
unWise conditions upon us, as the choice of 
evils; that for our materia! interests civil 
sovernment, even with negro suffrage, was 
better for us than indefinite military rule 
under generals having unlimited control of 
all our domestic and civil affairs—setting 
aside the judgments of’courts and juries 
and rendering impossible the use of our 
credit for capital in the north or abroad. 
Absolute stagnation under military econ- 
trol. or ‘an effort for better things even 
with the negro as a citizen and a voter, 
Was the issue. Myself and a large num- 
ber of our best white citizens, having con- 
Siderable pecuniary interests at stake, ac- 
cepted what seemed to be the inevitable 
and recommended similar action by our 
People in accepting the illogical and unwise 
Policy of congress, 

It may be well to point out that the 
State constitution framed by a. member- 
ship, including a large number of colored 
delegates, is a fundamental] law which 
restricted the general exercise of the fran- 
chise to the election Of-only one stute of- 
ficer, and him only once in four years, 
thus minimizing the danger from the ig- 
norant newly enfranchised. 

No harm ever came to this state from the 
negro voter, The state officials under that 
constitution were the peers of any before 
Or since. The expenses of state govern- 
ment and taxes were less then than at 
any time since. j

The general complaint against the south 
is that our election laws are loose and lia- 
ble to fraudulent manipulation: that by 
intimidation and otherwise large numbers 
of negro voters are not permitted to vote 
for members of congress. It is the duty 
of congress to see to it that its members 
are fairly representative of a majority of 
all the voters in their respective districts 
and when a man presents himself who is 
not thus entitled, my recommendation is 
that congress refuse to seat him ‘and notify 
the proper authorities to order a new elec- 
tion. The result of such action. if persist- 
ed in by congress, will be a full, free and 
fair vote, and an active opposition canvass 
In each district. There can be no doubt 
that it is beiter for us, better for the coun- 
try, that we stand unrepresented while we 
are bringing about such election systems 
in our districts as will comgynand the con- 
fidence, not only of congress, but the people 
at large. 

You mistake when you say ihat I brush 
away the conciticns of the fifteenth amend- 
ment. On the contrary, I’ accept.them as 
conclusive. But I contend that the option 
given us in the south by the fourteenth 
amendment, to accept or reject the en- 
franchisement of the colored man und to 
increase or decrease accordingly our rep- 
resentation in congress, is abregated by 
the fifteenth amendment, which declares 
affirmatively that the state shal] not deny 
the rignt to vote on account of race, color, 
etc., and therefore our option is gone. The 
question of our basis for representation is 
fixed and we cannot modify it. If any state 
violates the fifteenth amendment the gu- 
preme court must so declare, and will be 
able to enforce its judgment. 

After ten years of reflection, some obser- 
vation and experience, the simple remedy 
which I have advised and you have quoted 
seems to be the best course for congress 
to pursue. 

I have not modified. my views as to the 
negro’s civil and political rights, or as to 
his lawful exercise of them; nor have I 
ever hesitated to maintain them publicly. 
But the time for legislation by a republican 
congress in his behalf is long since past. 
Whenever it is understood that the negro 
is simply a citizen like the rest of us, and 
not the “‘ward of the nation’ or the “pet 
of a party,’ he will receive justice from 
the people among whom he lives. 

Sporadic cases of unjust, unlawful and 
barbarous treatment of the negro cannot 
be denied, nor is it entirely confined to the 
south. But such instances are light com- 
pared with the total number of the ne- 
groes. There is no recorded history of any 
race having equaled the progress of the 
negro from slavery to the present day.

One of the 
most important of these was the bil! offer- 
ed by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to require street 
railway companies in this state to inclose 
the front platforms of street railway cars 
for the pretection of motormen. Another

Cincinnati's business men hel? a confer- 
ence last week with President Samuel 
Felton, of the Cincinnati Southern, in re- 
gard to the rates from their city into the 
south. The merchants complained that St. 
Louis and Louisville have better vates 
on grain and hay than Cincinnati has. 

Mr. Felton stated that he could not re- 
duce the rates from Cincinnati to Atjanta 
and other points in the south without the 
co-operation of the Lcecuisville and Nash- 
ville, and then there might be a rate war 
with the Illinois Central. He piaced the 
responsibility on the Illinois Central, as it 
insisted on making lower rates to the gulf 
ports than fhe Cincinnati Southern could 
make. 

One inference, from Mr, Felton's 
ment was that it would be better for Cin- 
cinnati’s merchants if their railroad was 
owned or operated by some large system, 
such as the Southern railway 

Mr. Felton explained that the present

rates were the result of an adjustment 
made in February, 98.

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Aunt Kizzie’s Ezperience 
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In Her

Among all the princely possessions of the 
old-time cotton planters in the slave era, 
one of the most noted was the Covington 
plantation on the Alabama river. 
| Major Covington’s residence the 
typical old-fashioned southern mansion, 
built of red brick, witl¢ spacious, airy rooms, 
wide halls and broad verandas, which gave 
to it a stately aristocratic appearance. 
There was also something about the whole 
Place which was suggestive of generous 
hospitality. Situated as it was, on an em- 
inence overlooking a fertile and picturesque 
valley, the upper story commanded an un- 
obstructed view of more than a thousand 
@cres in a rich state of cultivation, all be- 
longing to the one owner. 

The negro cabins of this property were 
familiarly known as the ‘“‘quarter yard.” 
When viewed from a ridge on the main 
road running south, they appeared, soon 
after the annual white-washing time, like 
@ neat little village ftselt. 

Prominent among the well-built deuble- 
log cabins, a century oak casting its shad- 
Ows across the usually clean swept yard, 
was “Aunt Kizzie’s house.’ In the sun- 
shiny. days of the old regime Aunt Kizzie 
Was a sort of queen in this little realm of 
slave people. An accident in childhood had 
lamed and wnfitted her for any kind of 
field work; and having no children of her 
Own, she paid the penalty by adopting all 
the little orphans on the plantation, dis- 
pensing kindness and attention, with equal 
generosity, to every child whether white or 
black who chanced to come within the 
“quarter yard.’’ 

- She did carding, spinning, mending and 
patching, and such other light work as 
could be easily performed indoors and about 
tne yard; but a genera) supervision of the 
@mall black children was the principal duty 
assigned her. The obstreperous urchins 
often tried her patience sorely, causing her 
to use loud and emphatic language upon 
them, and not unfrequently to resort to 
harsher and more tangible means of punish- 
ment; yet Kizzie was very fond of them 
and would not of her own accord have re- 


was 


linquished the charge. 

Not until in after years, when much heay- 
fer and real heart trials came upon. her, 
did she fully realize how happy those old 
days had been, nor how strong was her at- 
tachment to the children, and the field 
hands, and the white folks at the “big 
house.” 

A great revolution was destined to take 
Place in Hizzie’s inthert>s uneventful fife. 
In the year 1865 one by one the little cabins 
were deserted, leaving Kizzie and her hus- 
bard, “Uncle Halifax,”’ sgle occupants of 
the once lively quarter yard. The same 
cause also brought about a decided change 
in the business affairs of Major Covington. 
A portion of his large landed estate was 
divided and sold to «strangers, he reserving

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| decided contrast to her former surroundings 
as to bring about a depression of spirits 
at times almost unbearable. She was be- 
ginning to realize her desolate situltion, 
and she found herself constantly grieving 
for the loss of her companions. She missed 
the familiar sights and sounds on the old 
plantation; the sounding of the dinner 
horn regularly at 12 o’clock; the clanking 
and jingling of the plow chains as the 
Stock went by to the pump for water; 
the rumbling and rattling of the wagons; 
the songs of the work hands as they went 
to and from the fields; their cotton fieid 
songs, fodder-pulling songs, corn songs 
and hymns; and, on rainy days, the croon- 
ing melodies of the women accompanied 
by the humming of the spinning wheel. 
Her thoughts also reverted to the winter 
night scenes—the Christmas frolics, the 
Christmas gifts, the Christmas holidays, 
when all work was suspended; the quilting 
parties at the cabins; the cornshuckings— 
those jolly festive occasions when “hands” 
on neighboring plantations were invited to 
assist in the work of shucking the corn, 
and to partake of the feast and the fun; 
the fiddling and dancing, the merry games, 
when jokes were exchanged and laughter 
and song ran high, and hills echoed th 

hilarity. She missed it all, and in a way 
that cannot be described; she realizing the 
fact that those times and scenes had passed 
out of her life forever. cs 

But more than all she mourned the ab- 
sence of noisy, rolicksome children on the 
playgrounds, and others about her heels 
at times when she had least wanted them— 
the little fellows who had so long claimed 
her and attention—what would she 
not give to see them all restored to the 
now desolate and forsaken quarier yard! 

Halifax was not only a carpenter, but 
he was a first-rate cabinet workman; and 
during his absence from home had heard 
fabulous accounts of the fine tiinbers 
which grow in Africa—rosewood, burrwood, 
mahogany, etc¢., the most desirable mate- 
rials for use in his business. 

He was an enterprising man; farming was 
not his forte; and as he listened to those 
graphic stories of Africa, and the advan- 
tages of going there, he was seized with 
a strong desire to emigrate. This inclina- 
tion’ continued until the year 1878, when 
an opportunity was afforded, a coloniza- 
tion company offering inducements, viz., 
a home and six months’ provisions; a coun- 
try where everything grows spontaneous- 
lv; a mild climate, no winter, no snow, 
very little work—could anything or any 
place be more attractive?

Halifax decided at once to take his wife 
and his chest of tools and set sail for that 
foreign shore. 

They left Alabama greatly against the 
advice of friends, though not without many 
regrets, knowing that the broad Atlantic 
would soon divide them from all loved 


the tract containing the cabins and the 
family residence; though he founi it nec- 
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essary to rent this portion, and to move 
temporarily into the near-by city. 

Bie, however, made provision for Kizzie, 
telling her that as she had always been 
so faithful in the discharge of her duties, 
sve should have the privilege of Keeping 
the cabin occupied by her for so many 
years just as long as she wished. Kizzie 
appreciated his kindness and thankfully 
accepted his generous offer, — 

Halifax being a carpenter, found employ- 
ment in the city; thus Kizzie was often left 
weeks at a time alone with her cat and 
her dog, her cow and her. chickens. At 
the close of each day she could be seen 
sitting in her door knitting and singing a 
lonesome ditty. 

Like the work of a terrible cyclone, 
almost everything that had made life en- 
durable seemed to have been swept away 
from her, and in so short a time, leaving 
euch a calm, death-like stillnesa, such a 
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ones, and from all that had been so dear 
in their past lives. But the inducements 
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become so dissatisfie@ that the natives were /| 


set ag spies to watch their movements and 
prevent their getting away. 

Those spies are said to @#e very un- 
scrupulous; they practice all sorts of 
witchcraft, get up all manner of supersti- 
tigus trickeries, and resort to any means 
to bring the emigrants into their power. 
This information Kizzie and Halifax gained 
from other victims, and it put them at 
once upon the alert; they would refuse 
even a cup of tea offered by one of the 
natives for fear of being poisoned or ‘‘cun- 
jud.’’ 

They very soon found themselves entire- 
ly at the mercy of the natives; their let- 
ters were intercepted, and nothing detri- 
mental to the people or country was al- 
lowed to leave the coast. They felt that 
their very lives were in jeopardy. They 
madeé many efforts to return to the United 
States, but for various reasons, which we 
Will relate ,hereafter, their attempts were 
unsuccessful, and they were doomed to 
spend five long, weary years of unhappi- 
ness in that unfriendly foreign land. 

After so many severe trials, disappoint- 
merts and deprivations, they at last were 
permitted to see the silver lining to their 
hitherte clouded hopes, their prayers were 
answered, they returned to the United 
States, and to their little log cabin in the 
Covingtun quarter yard. 

In the meantime the Covingtons were re- 
established in their old homestead on the 
hill. 

One pleasant autumn day, in company 
with a friend, we strolled through the beau- 
tiful grounds of the Covington place, 
across the meadow, and into the pathway 
leading to Aunt Kizzie’s house. She was 
returning from an orchard near by with a 
basket full of bright red apples on her 
arm. 

“I was des a-fixin’,”” said she, “‘to tote 
some of dese yer good meller apples up to 
de big ’ouse to yo’ all whi’ folks. Dey 
growed on dat big tree in de co’ner of de 
orchard what ole Marster Jack Covington 
planted ‘fore he died. Won’t vou ladies 
have a seat on dis yer bench under de tree 
an’ eat some of ’em?” 

We accepted her offer, and handing us 
the basket she disappeared into the cabin, 
bringing up a clean white towel and some 
Knives. After standing a moment leaning 
upon her crutch, she took a low seat on 
the door step in front of us. 

Iier kinky hair, unwrapped from its 
week’s confinement in white cotton strings, 
was combed and tied into a soft cushion- 
like knot upon the back of her head; her 
dress was neat, and the white kerchief 
about her neck contrasted well with her 
comely black face, and corresponded with 
her ivory. teeth, and the whites of her 
large intelligent eyes. 

We soon entered into conversation with 
her. I asked her to tell us about Africa.

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ADVENTURE OF A HEARSE. 


A Day of Glory for Indian Warriors in 
Early Times at Cheyenne. 

When Cheyenne was a much smaller 
place than it now is, when, in fact it was 
so small that one had always to speak of 
the place as Cheyenne City or stand the 
chance of shooting, city life was charac- 
terized by a familiarity with the Indian 
which the town would not blush to own 
Much of the time the warriors of the Chey- 
enne trfbe were street loafers who thad to 
be pushed out of the way if any one was 
in # hurry, but there were times when the 
Cheyenne warrir drew his allowance of 
eash from the Great White Father and 
then he was an object of consideration un- 
til he had spent it There was a society 
in Philadelphia which Igoked out for the 
Washington end of the transaction on the 
score of philanthrophy and Indian rights 
and made sure that the Indian got the cash. 
The citizens of Cheyenne and every other 
town that had an Indian agent looked af- 
ter the other end of the transaction and 
saw that the Indian restored the govern- 
ment funds to speedy circulation by spen- 
ding quickly, if not well. 

On one such pay day there was a pafr- 
ticularly large sum coming to each Indian. 
Possibiy some of his very shadowy rights 
which he did not use and 
never could had been purchased by 
the government. At any there was 
a distribution which turned, each warrior 
Joose upon the business community of 
Cheyenne City with something in the nelgh- 
borhood of $2,600. 7

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The Consumer Saves by Water Meter. 

Supplying water in abundance without 
hurtful waste is a problem which has sen- 
gaged the serious attention .of the munici- 
pal engineers for many vears. Water 
plays the most important part in city 
sanitation, and in all cases a large margin 
of waste jis provided in order that proper 
flushing occur. We find in Atlanta 
that ours~-onsumers pay less than any other 
city in the country and get 
water. The small cost was only 
possible by the introduction and 
sal of water meters. In fact 
material reduction was made a few vears 
ago in water rents after the had 
demonstrated that their use largely re- 
duced expenses, and tre saving was given 
to the consumers. No one unfamllar with 
the workings of a pumping and 
distr buting any idea of 
extravagant waste of water. Philadelphia 
is now wrestling with question, and 
the following statement Mr. John CC 
Trautwine, Jr., the chief of the bureau 
Or waiser of that city, comments on 
the waste of water and the 
necessity for water meters to give 
use and curtail the abuse of water. Mr. 
Trautwine says: ‘The reason is not far 
to seek. It is perfectly well known that 
more than one-half of all the water 
pumped is wasted, flowing off into the sew- 
ers without benefiting either those who 
waste it or the sewers.” i 

By the meter the consumer only pays 
for what he uses, or perhaps what he 
wastes, but not for the waste of his peigh- 
bor. If we would take out every meter 
in Atlanta, the consumer would have to 
pay double or more for his water 
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than 
now to make the waterworks self-sustain- 
ing. It is not the mission of the w: 
meter to restrict the use

Engineer, Oller, Coal Heaver and Three 
Firemen Lose Their Lives, 


OWE PERSOK IS SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Thirty Passengers Were Aboard, but 
They All Escaped Injury—Vessel 
Was Just Out of Roach’s 
Shipyard When Acci- 
dent Occurred.

The Alamo has only recently been dis- 
charged from transport duty by the gov- 
ernment and is fresh from Roche’s-yards, 
where she received a thorough overhauling, 
including; it is said, new steam pipes and 
boilers.

Will Be the Grandest Military Proces- 


sion Seen in the South for : 


Many Years. 


Savannah, Ga., December 3.—(Special.)—

It will be the largest 
military parade held jn the south since 
General Breckinridge reviewed the troops 
of Chickamauga from Snodgrass hill. 

It is doubtful now if General Fitzhugh 
Lee will be in Savannah when President 
McKinley visits the city, the middle of 
the month. Orders were issued togay pro- 
viding for the removal within a week of

This appears 
from the annual report of Consul Johnston 
at Utilla, just received at the state de- 
partment. He says that while the United 
States has the majority of imports into 
Honduras, the English have all the trade 
in some lines, such as thread, lace inser- 

tions, etc. 

In cotton goods some Mmglish products 
are sold, but they are mostly from the 
United States, especially in the first grades. 
The heavier qualities are not sold in shirt- 
ings, but the cottons used for sails and 
ticking are all American.

4ne agrarians, for whose special benefit 
the bill was intended, now strongly object 
to it unless, as they assert, it is greatly al- 
tered. They find that the bill in its present 
form cuts them nearly as much as it does 
the American meat importers, as it pro- 
vides for a rigid inspection of their own 
meat when it is brought to market and for 
its rejection or: confiscation if it is found 
to be diseased. Therefore, since there is an 
enormous amount of disease in German cat- 
tle and swine al] this will hit them very 
hard unless the government agrees to reim- 
burse the owners of confiscated or rejected 
meats. 

Very strong pressure has been brought to 
bear on the imperial government to insert 
a ciause in the bill providing for the in- 
demnification of domestic owners and over 
this clause a wrangle is now proceeding be- 
tween the various German governments. 
Prussia favors a moderate indemnification, 
while the other German states are nearly all 
against it: 

In the meanwhile the agrarian press con- 
tinues its warfare on all American meat. 
its main organs, The Deutsche Tag Zei- 
tung and The Hamburger Nachrichten, ad- 
vocating the total exclusion of all American 
Canned méats and sausages. 

Not Enough Meat for the Nation. 

In strange contrast with this is a m@- 
moria] about the meat famine drawn up 
by the municipality of Berlin, which proves 
tuat the German breeders do not raise 
enough cattle and pigs to satisfy the needs 
of the nation and that the systematic ex- 
clusion of foreign cattle and swine ‘has de- 
cidedly lowered the quality of the meat 
brought to the market and has heightened 
the price to such an extent that horses and 
even dog meat haS become staple with the 
poorer classes in certain districts and no- 
tably in large cities. The memorial also 
states that the meat consumption of Berlin 
has decreased since the rigid exclusion of 
foreign meats. 

The German agrarian press, on.the other 
hanu, publishes alleged official statistics to 
show that the import of American pork i{n- 
creases enormously during the current year 
and may reach the figures of: 1897. 

One of the largest Berlin wholesale deal- 
€rs writes to The Vossische Zeitung, saying 
that the statement in the agrarian press 
that much of the imported American flour 
is adulterated is utterly untrue. He: adds 
that not a singie case of adulteration ‘has 
been discovered in the Berlin market. Ger- 
man dealers in America have also forward- 
ed to the imperial hygienle bureau a pro- 
test against these prejudicial statements. 

A bill has been drafted by the govern- 
ment for introdugtion into the reichstag as 
soon as the federal gavernments have ap- 
proved of it, regulating ‘private insurance 
companies and providing for an imperial 
bureau in Berlin. The measure, if adopted, 
wlil take the contro] of the American and 
other foreign insurance compaf€ies out of 
the hands of Prussia and the other separate 
States and place it in those of the empire, 
Which would be a great improvement for 
American interests, as it would also lead 
to common regulations for the whole of 
Germany. 

Kaiser Not Pleased with Berliners. 

The emperor is in no way pleased with the 
reception he met with from the Berliners 
when he came here on Thursday last to re- 
View the guards corps. The cheers came 
chiefly from the soldiers along the route. 
His majesty noticed this and is said to ‘have 
remarked to the empress, loud enough to be 
overheard: 

“This town its the least patriotfc of all 
the towns in Germany. A nice reception 
tney are giving me.” 

In addition to this not one of the Berlin 
papers suggested decorating the city or 
otherwise celebrating the home coming of 
tne imperial couple. 

The German newspapers are highly in- 
dignant over the recent speech of Count 
Thun-Hohenstein, the AuStrian premier, in 
Which he threatened in the reichstag at 
Vienna to retaliate against Prussia’s ex- 
pulsion of Austrians from the frontier 
provinces. Emperor William, however, Is 
Said to be very much dissatistied at the 
“want of tact’’ shown by the Prusstan offi- 
cials and many of them may be replaced. 
But the action of the Austrian premier is 
considered very serious, as it {is regurded 


{ as indicating the attitude of Austria. 


It is pointed out that Count Thun-Hohen- 
stein’s speech was intenged to please the 
Czechs and the Poles, who detest the idea 
of an alliance with Germany, which is 
bound to suffer by such an incident 

Indeed, the idea prevails here that the 
days of the dricbund are numbered.

Washington, December 2.—President Igle- 
sias paid his adieus to President McKinley 
and the cabinet officers today in anticipa- 
tion of his departure fur the continent to- 
morrow.

SPANIARDS GROWING HUMANE. 


Castilians Will Show the Good Work 
of the Rel Cross Society. 
Washington, December 3.—The French 
embassy has submitted to the state depart- 
ment a request from the Spanish branch 
of the Red Cross Society for illustrations 
and explanations of all the surgical, medical 
and humane devices used by the United 
States to alleviate the horrors of war. This 
Spanish society is not a government institu- 
tion, although it has operated during the

Mr. Bryan’s speech con- 
tained very little reference to matters of 
political importance. He said: 

“I do not come as a military hero—you 
are long on military heroes. It would seem 
that this late war was a war for Alabama. 
We cannot have a battle on land that does 
not give additional fame to General Wheel- 
er; we gan have no engagement on sea with- 
out additional distinction to Hobson.’ 

He declined to discuss public questions, 
Saying: 

“But being a soldier, I cannot speak to 
you with the freedom of a civilian. I would 
speak, if I spoke at all, under limitations 
that would be unpleasant to me. What I 
would desire to say to you as a citizen, 
I could not say as a soldier. I cannot now 
discuss those things that at present en- 
gage the attention of the entire nation. 

“Neither would I care to discuss those 
things we discussed two years ago, but 
whidh are not yet laid away to eternal 
rest. Neither could I discuss those matters 
which give, as a result of the late war, a 
broad field for speculation.’’ 

He spoke pleasdntly of Alabama, saying 
that he first received the title of colonel 
in this state some years ago. 

“If I could meet that man who called me

ion Being Closely Observed. 


SPANIARDS ARE FRIENDY TO THE AMERICANS 


Carlist Movement in Spain Is Consid- 
ered by Britons. zo Be of Se- 
rious Proportions. 


London, December 3.—The practical con- 
clusion of the peace negotiations at Paris 
ig hailed here with considerable satisfaction 
and the newspagmrs daily discuss the so- 
called “‘imperial’’ future of the United 
States, coupled with the earnest hope that 
the United States will adopt a colonia! 
open-door policy. In fact, the latter point 
is regarded as being the cornerstone of tne 
Anglo-American understanding, which is 
now an important feature of every political 
speech delivered on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

The rumor that the United States had 
acquired a coaling station at Chiriqui, Co- 
lombia, elicited the usual editorials from 
the British press prompting the govern- 
ment to demand compensation for the abro- 
gation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

Aguinaldo’s supporters in the Philip- 
pines are very much concerned about the 
proposed visit to the United States of a 
Filipino named Cortes, a representative of 
Filipino feeling. The so-called Filipind 
junta at Hong Kong has cabled to the 
London office of the Associated Press dis- 
avowing Cortes and declaring that he rep- 
resents nobody but himself. The junta 
adds: 

“The Filipino government under Aguinal- 
do now consists of representatives of all 
the constituted provinces, and the army, 
limited only by lack or arms, numbers over 
40,000 men, fully armed, in the island of 
Panay, while the island of Negros, the 
richest sugar district, is sure ro be under 
full control of the Filipinos.” 

The Filipino government, the junta says, 
appeals for an impartial inquiry and im- 
plores the American people to refrain from 
a hasty decision. 


Watching Situation in Spain. 
The crisis in Spain is followed with the 
most keen interest. Don Carlos is un- 
douLtedly preparing for a bold stroke. His 
emissaries are endeavoring to suborn the 
Spanish army, a large portion of it being 
disaffected, partly on account of arrears of 


pay, but chiefly owing to the Lact, cde 


the army, waa prevented cauanrfng distinction 
dur the late war on account of the in- 
CYpacity and corruption of the political ad- 
inistrators. These new factors have given 
Don Carlos a much better chance of Sue- 
cess than he had when he made his form- 
er attempts to gain the throne of Spain. 
The part of the Spanish kingdom which 
is causing the most anxiety on account of 
the carlist,intrigues is the provinces of 


’ Lerida, Gerone, Teruel, Cuonca, Castillon 


and Valencia. The details set to watch in 
the disaffected districts have hitherto fail- 
ea to produce any important discoveries or 
to check the agitation. Don Jaime, the 
60n of Don Carlos, is expected to be moving 
from place to place on the French side of 
the Pyrenees, from whence he is putfing the 
carlists in order. ? 

The Count de Maille, a leading carlist now 
in Paris, is quoted in an interview as ex- 
pressing himself as sanguine of success. 
He claims that carlism has made strong 
headway among the repatriated soldiers, 
while the people, clergy and some of the 
bishops, he alleges, are longinz to return 
to the old regime. The count added: 

“As for the pope, he is always on the side 
of the party in power and will scnd his 
blessing to Don Carlos as soon as he sits 
on the throne. General Weyler is ready 
te give his sword to the highest bidder and 
Den Carlos, his wife (the Princess de Ro- 
han) and her family are ready to advance 
funds, and the French legitimists will also 
aid financially and provide volunteers.” 

Spaniards Like Americans. 

According to the papers in Spain there 
is little or no feeling against Americans 
among the Spchish people generally. 

An English visitor, who has been across 
Spain, writes to the English papers say- 
ing: 

“I have not found a trace of unfriendll- 
ness or a word of aLuse of Americans. If 
any of them care to come here they will 
find every one very happy to see them. 
A resident foreigner in Madrid told me 
that if an American army marched into 
the country it would be received with open 
arms, as many Spaniards had said to him 


" that it would be better to have good gov- 


ernment under Americans than to suffer 
as we do under the government we have. 
The soldiers who ‘have come home have 
given favorable accounts of -he Americans, 
for whom the Spaniards seem to have a 
real liking.”’ 

Advices from Russia say the reports of 
the famine there are growing more gloomy 
every day. Count Leo Tolstoi haus asked 
the government to form a relief associa- 
tion to cope with the distress. He has 
contributed a half million to the starving 
peasants. 


LEGACY FOR THE KING OF SPAIN

Old Gentleman Distantly Related to 
the Ruler Leaves Him Money. 

London, December 3.—The young king of 
Spain has just had a very pleasant wind- 
fall in the shape of a legacy of 3,000,000 
pesetas, bequeathed to him by an old gen- 
tleman named Soler, who had .a close 
though unacknowledged relationship to 
the king, being the natural son of Fer- 
dinand VIII, and great uncle of King Al- 
fonso. 

The testator’s relatives opposed the will, 
but the queen regent, as her son’s next 
friend, supported it and the suit has now 
been decided in favor of the King.

cURVEY OF BRUNSWICK BAR. 


Engineer Marindin Will Soon Report 
on Goodyear’s Work. 
Brurswick, Ga.. December 3.—(Special.)— 
Engineer Marindin and his corps of Ssurvey~ 
cis, of the United States coast and g¢eo- 
detic survey, are here and will shortly be- 
gin the work of surveying Brunswick’s bar. 
Colonel C; P. Gcodyear, who has continued 
the dynamiting process of deepening the 
bar, now claims to have a depth of twenty- 
four feet, over a width of 200 feet, which 
will entitle him to the sum of $40,000. If 
the report now to be made gives him twen- 
ty-five feet, over a width of 100 feet, then 
he will get $50,000. This work has been the 
most successful and the most unique ever 
accomplished in the history of ocean bar 
deepening. Some years ago Colonel Good- 
year, a Brunswick lawyer, entered into a 
contract with the city council of Bruns- 
wick to deepen the Brunswick bar and thus 
prevent the commerce of this port from be- 
ing destroyed by reason of the bar filling 
up so that vessels could not cross it. After 
days and months of toil and labor of the 
most difficult and dangerous kind, ‘he was 
enabled to show results that were accom- 
plished by the explosion of dynamite on 
the bottem of the bar. He sunk his pri- 
vate fortune in the enterprise, however, and 
the city was at that time not able to back 
him further. He-then laid his plans before 
congress and asked government aid. It is 
a matter of record that the army engineers, 
led by Captain O. M. Carter, bitterly fought 
him, and estimated that it would take an 
appropriation of $3,000,000 to do what Colonel 
Goodyear promised to do for $200,000. After 
years of fighting Carter and his influences 
in Washington and other places, Colonel 
Goodyear finally secured the attention of 
congress, and when they investigated and 
found what he had already done for the 
city and with the means furnished by the 
city and a few private citizens, they had 
a bill prepared on the ‘‘no cure, no pay” 
plan, and with this bN] before (him Colonel 
Goodyear turned his back on Carter and 
his influences and commenced work. The 
result has been that despite the many ob- 
Stacles that have been thrown in his way, 
he has won and been paid an appropriation 
of $130,000, and is now after the additional 
sum -promised him by the bill for the re- 
sults above named. It is the most wonder- 
ful piece of engineering work accomplished 
in this country in manysyears, and promises 
to revolutionize ocean bar deepening. The 
saving of millions of dollars annually to 
the government is promised if the engineer- 
ing force will look into the matter as 
thoroughly as other-experts have done. 
Brunswick in the meantime is enjoying in- 
creasing commerce because the port nov 
has deep water with the best of the south

Mr. Herbst Dead. 

Mr. Charles Herbst, an old citiztn 
Macon, died this morning at 9 o’clock in 
his rooms over the Fair store, on Mul- 
berry street, of Bright's disease. 

Mr. Herbst was seventy years of age at 
the time of his death and*has lived in 
Macon for the past thirty years. He came 
here just after the war and has been 
engaged in many public enterprises. He 
was the first librarian of the public library 
and it was under his contrel that the 
iibrary has reached ite .esent standard. 
He was the organizer vi the Ocmulgee Boat 
Club and we .fe « iong time its president. 
Mr. Hertst held many important posi- 
tions in the city and was thighly thought 
of by the people. During the war he 
fought gallantly on the confederate side 
and he always termed himself as an un- 
reconstructed rebel. He. always took a 
prominent part in the observance of Me- 
morial Day and could be found in the front 
rank at any time when anything was be- 
ing done to hhonor the confederate dead. 

Before coming to Macon Mr. Herbst was 
connected with the Louisville Press, along 
with George D. Prentiss and Walter N. 
Haldeman. 

The funeral services will be held to- 
morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock from Wood's 
undertaking establishment. The pallbear- 
ers will be selected from the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association. The interment will 
be at Rose Hill cemetery.

War Investigating Commission Continues 
Its Work in Washington. 


M’KAY DEFENDS THE BOATS 


Chief Engineer on Brooke’s Staff Says 
the St. Louis Was Awful, 


M'COOK CONTRADICTS WHAT GOETHAL SAYS 


Colonel Moore Says It Was Necessary 
To Buy Inferior Articles or 
Go Without. 


Washington, December 3.—At today’s ses- 
Sion of the war investigating commission 
the examination of Captain McKay, who 
was in charge of the transports of the 
Santiago expedition, was continued. Cap- 
tain McKay also superintended the em- 
barkation of the troops which came north 
from Santiago after the surrender, gmd he 
indignantly denied many of the pwhblished 
Statements regarding the filthy condition 
of the transports. 

He cited the case of the Alleghaney par- 
ticularly. The condition of that vessel 
had been criticised especially, yet he in- 
sisted that it was one of the best ventilat- 
ed and best cared for ships of the transport 
fleet. There had been plenty of ice for 
the ships at Santiago, mainly supplied by 
the Red Cross, and he had _ personally 
Superintended the loadifig of the ships. 

He himself came north on the Seneca. 
She was crowded with sick soldiers from 
Siboney. He admitted that many of the 
Soldiers were berthed between decks; that 
the water was unpalatable, caused by the 
rolling of the ship, and that the soldiers 
suffered other discomforts, but many of 
the crew were sick and there were extenu- 
ating circumstances. He heard no com- 
plaint of lack of medicines. 

In conclusion, he gave it as his opinion 
that when the expedition ‘sailed it had 
ample facilities for landing. The difficul- 
ties subsequently encountered were due to 
the loss of some of the: lighters and a 
tug en route, and the rough water in the 
harbors at Daiquiri and Siboney. 

Lieutenant Colonel G. W. Goethal, who 
was chief engineer upon General Brooke's 
staff, followed Captain McKay. He critt- 
cised the condition of the camp at Chicka- 
mauga, which, he said, was bad, owing 
to the failure of the soldiers to use their 
sinks. He described the condition at head- 
quarters as “‘particularly dirty.”” He did 
not think that fact set a very good ex- 
ample for the rest of the corps. He thought 
there were better sites in the park than 
those occupied, but these were mainly in 
the northern part, which had been reserved 
for the Sixth army corps. 

The witness described Géneral Brooke’s 
expedition to Porto Rico. He could not 
answer for any vessel except the St. Louis, 
upon which he was embarked. 

“The conditions on that ship,” he said, 
“were awful. The staterooms were not 
cleaned, the bedding was foul, there was 
no ventilation and the meals were abomin- 
able.”’ 

Still, he did not think the troops were 
incapacitated by reason of the voyage. 

This characterization of the American 
liner caused evident surprise. 

General McCook said he made a trip in 
the St. Louis and that she was finely ven- 
tilated, the staterooms below decks being 
almost as well ventilated as the deckrooms. 

Colonel James M.-'‘Moore, assistant quar- 
termaster general, explained the difficulty 
in obtaining clothing and camp equipage 
at the opening of the war, and how in 
many cases the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment was compelled to buy inferior articles 
or do without altogether. This was par- 
ticularly true of tentage.

Yesterday it de- 
veloped symptoms of hydrophobia and be- 
fore Mr. Baiilie could get out of the way he 
Was severely bitten on the leg, Mr. Baillie 
at once applied a mad stone to the wound 
and it is hoped it will prove efficacious.

This boat was 
burned between Alton and St. Louis and 
from the incident John Hay, now secretary 
of state, found material for the poem. “Jim 
Biudsoe.”’ 

It is said that Captain Lamothe was in 
reality the prototype or the hero in the 
poem. In 1873 he left the river and took up 
his residence in Alton.

He Says He Will Go to Prison or 
Wear Convict Stripes Before He 
Will Yield—The Position 
of the Board. of 
Health. 


A sensation that has been smothered for 
several days in the board of health burst 
Into a little blaze at a meeting held Friday 
afternoon, and already has that blaze been 
fanned into a flame that threatens to be- 
come something of a steady fire before the 
end. lt isa bitter fight against the enforces 
ment of an ordinance by the board of health 
and the man who leads in the fight is one of 
the most prominent and foremost physi- 
cians in the city and himself an ex-secre- 
tary of the board. Behind the fight there 
are questions of interest to every family 
in the city as wefl as to the medical fra- 
ternity, for it is claimed that the enforce- 
ment of the objectionabie ordinance means 
the invading of the private affairs of home 
and fireside. And it is said to involve the 
health of the community. So much is there 
in the fight that he who leads it has ex- 
claimed: 

“T’ll not yield, though I be dragged 
into prison and placed in convict garb. 

Behind it all is the effort of the Atlanta 
board of health to force all physciangs to 
register and to report-all deaths, births and 
certain diseases, the board claiming that 
this ie necessary for the public health and 
safety, and the opposition claiming that an 
enforcement of the law means the compell- 
ing of the physician to expose secrets which 
have been reposed in him by those who 
trust him and rely upon his discretion as 
well as his skill and the subjecting of pa- 
tients to unnecessary and impertinent ques- 
tions, 

The man who leads the fight against the 
board of health is Dr. James B. Baird, a 
physician who has practiced in Atlanta for 
more than a quarter of a century and who 
has been the secretary of the board in the 
past. Dr. Baird stands as high among physi- 
cians as any man in the medical fraternity 
in the state and he has always been recog- 
nized as a physician of skill and ability and 
aman of sound judgment and unimpeach- 
able integrity. It is this fact that makes 
the matter of graver importance than might 
otherwise have been.

The report of itself appeared to 
contain nothing more than a mere formal 
legal opinion on some sanitary ordinance, 
but to the members of the board it meant a 
great deal more, for they knew it was the 
outcome of the fight which was about to 
take place, For the refusal of certain 
prominent physicians to comply with the 
law was in the mind of the board, although 
it has been carefully: guarded so far from 
the Outside public. i

One of Dt. Baird's patients had died and 
there was a controversy about permitting 
the interment on his certificate of death be- 
cause he had failed to register at the office 
Or the board of health as required by the 
ordinance which was under controversy.

The burial was finally gilowed, but the 
affair made a rupture’ which widened the 
breach and made it apparent 
definite and decisive action had to be taken. 

So it was that the city attorney was asked 
for a legal opinion upon the validity and 
constitutionality of the ordinance, and that 
having been given and having proven satis- 
lactory to the board, it was decided to push 
matters at once and a called meeting was 
agreed upon for Monday afternoon, at 
which, it is said, measures will be adopted 
looking to the rigid enforcement of the 
law, and, aS one member of the board ey- 
pressed it: “It will doubtless mean the ar- 
rest of the physicians who fail to comply 
with the city’s laws.” 

Dr. Baird will not recede from his posi- 
tion—that seems certain.

The Law in the Case. 
“Be it ordained by the city of Atlanta 


that pnysiciaz accoucneur, midwiie or , 
Olher person, 1 charge who snall at- 


tend, assist or udvise at the birth of any 
Child Wiihin the city of Atianta, shail re- 
port to the board of health otmce within 
six days thereaiter, siating distinetly the 
date of birth, sex, color of child or children 
born, its or their physical condit.on, 
Whether stillborn or not, the full name, 
hativity and residence of parents, and tne 
maiden name of the mother of such chiid 
or children. ‘ 

‘Be it further ordained that it shall be 
the duty of every physician, accoucheur 
and midwife practicing medicine or doing 
business within the city of Atlanta to reg- 
ister his or her name in a book, to be 
provided for such purpose at the office of 
the board of health of said city, giving 
tull name, residence and place of business; 
and in case of removal from one place to 
another to make change in said register 
accordingly. 

‘Section 516 (charter amendment)—That 
Section 636, of the city code of 1891, be 
amended by adding at the close. of said 
section the words: ‘It shall likewise be 
the duty of the attending physician to give 
immediate notice to the board of heaith of 
any cases of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases of a dangerous character, such as 
smallpox, cholera, diphtheria, scarlet fever. 
yellow fever, and such other diseases as 
may be declared by said board of health 
to be contagious or infectious, which may 
come under the professional care of suth 
physicians.’ 

“The penalty affixed for a violation of the 
foregoing ordinances is a fine not less than 
$10 nor more than,$100,” 


The following is the city attorney's opin- 


ion which was sent to the board of health 


and which has been sent to Dr. Baird, 
along with copied copies of the ordinances: 
City Attorney’s Opinion. 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 18, 1898.—To the 
Honorable Board of Health—Gentlemen: 
Dr. Charles F. Benson, secretary of your 
board, has submitted to me the question 
whether a practicing physician in the city, 
who fails to comply with the ordinance 
known as the marriage and birth ordi- 
nance, a copy of which is herewith inclosed, 


especially in the particulars of falling to 
report the births of children at the office 
of the board of health and failing to reg- 
ister his name as such physician, can be 
punished for such disobedience of these re- 
quirements of said ordinances and in re- 
ply I have to state that I think the ordi- 
nance in question js well based on the gen- 
eral welfare clause of the city charter, 
and that jt can be enforced. I take the 
liberty of suggesting, however. that it 
might be well to notify any physician who 
has failed to comply with the provision 
of the ordinance requiring the registration 
of his name, or who has failed to report 
births occuring in his practice, of the fact 
that the ordfnance is valid in my opinion 
before making a case in the police court, 
as this might remedy matters and avoid

What. Dr. Baird Says. 

Dr. Baird said he reluctantly assented to 
express his views because he was a mem- 
ber of the board of health for many years, 
and he feared his remarks might be con- 
strued as a criticism of his successors, for 
whom he entertains the highest regard. 

In reply to questions asked him concern- 
ing his disagreement with the board of 
health, Dr. Baird said, after expressing 
himself very warmly about the law and 
his determination to oppose it: 

“T recognize the right of a mutual govern- 
ment to claim the gervices of its citizens 
when such services are essential to the 
public wea]. But the matter of an individ- 
ual citizen laying bare to public scrutiny 


his private and confidential business at the 


arbitrary behest of temporary officials up- 
on grounds of policy or expediency merely 
is another and a very different question. 

“The report of dangerous contagious dis- 
eases, while it. is always distasteful to the 
consclentious physician, may be defended 
upon the plea of emergency, of public ne- 
cessity or of public safety, but no such 
justification can truthfully be claimed for 
reports of other classes of disease, of abor- 
tions or of births. 

“It is not the duty of a physician to act 
the part of an informer, of a spy or of a 
collector of vital statistics, when, as a 
trusted, confidentia] friend and adviser he 
enters the sacred precincts of a private 
home. From necessity, he often acquires 
knowledge which if it should be divulged 
would prove detrimental, perchance de- 
structive to his patient ‘or to his family, 
and if he is true to himself and loyal to 
his profession he will cheerfully elect im- 
prisonment or even death itself before he 
will betray the confidence which has been 
reposed in him. 

“I do not, by any means, admit that such 
statistics as are sought to be collected in 
Atlanta are indispensable; or, indeed, that 
they are very valuable. In what practical 
manner they will benefit the city does not 
occur to me. Their arrangement, printing 
and distribution costs money which, be it 
much or little, may, in my opinion, be 
wnore profitably applied in other directions. 
But if it is deemed essential that these rec- 
ords should be kept, let the onus of mak- 
ing reperts be placed upon the head of the 
hovse; let the desired information be ob- 
tained from first hands, and not be exacted 
from the physician, Why, I ask, should an 
obnoxicus task be forced upon him? Why 
should he be constituted an unwilling in- 
quisitor? 

“It is very unfortunate, I think, that 
members of the medical profession can be 
found who hold opposite views, for I be- 
lieve the course proposed is not demanded 
by the general welfare. On the contrary, 
I consider it inimical] to the interests of the 
people that the private family affairs of 
individuals should be placed in the hands of 
public officers and become a part of the 
public records. It is certainly not credita- 
ble to my profession that it should be will- 
ing to indorse or to condone such meas- 
ures. 

“Contrast the situation with the attitude 
of the jegal profession and we discover that 
a lawyer is not only protected, but is posi- 
tively prohibited from disclosing the se- 
crets of clients or even the communications 
of those who consult him with a view of 
becoming clients. Suppose our friends of the 
legal profession should be required, in or- 
der to accumulate valuable criminal] statlis- 
tics or to protect society, to report to the 
police every case of crime, or every ques- 
tionable act or interest that may come to 
their Knowledge, what a storm of indignant 
resentment would ensue. 

“The right to practice medicine is con- 
ferred upon the practitioner by the state, 
and it is a pertinent question if rights and 
privileges so conferred can be denied or 
abridged by any corporate authority, 

“It is with misgivings that IL observe the 
tendency, especially manifested in munici- 
pal government to encroach more and more 
upon the liberty of the individual, to re- 
trict more and more his innocent freedom 
and to approach nearer and nearer to an 
abhorrent fraternalism. 

“T regret that this issue has been raised, 
amd I hope it may be so adjusted as to save 
the dignity and the honor of our profession 
and to shield our people from the unpleas- 
ant exposures which will surely follow at- 
tempts to enforce these new revzulations, I 
shall do my utmost to protect my profes- 
sion and the people.’’

The road, it is estimated. will cost $40,- 
000,000. Bonds for 10 per cent more than 
the total cost are to be guaranteed by the 
imperial Chinese government. The 10 per 
cent additional, or $4,000,000, is clear profit 
to begin with. The bonds are to be paid 
in go’d, to run fifty years and to bear 5 
per cent interest. The Chinese government 
also agreed to pay the American-China 
Company 5 per cent on the total cost of 
the .road for superintending the construc- 
tion. In addition, the Chinese government 
agreed to pay 20 per cent of the net profits 
of the road in the form of debenture bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest and running 
forty-three years, after paying all expenses 
of the road, including the redemption of the 
bonds, the road is to become the property 
of the Chinese government. The Chinese 
government has the right to redeem the 
debenture bonds at par and the 5 per cent 
gold bonds at 10214°in the first twenty-five 
years, and at’ par thereafter. By the con- 
cession the American company also.obtain- 
ed the right to mine the rich coal fields, 
which extend along parts of the route of 
the road,

The concessions obtained by the company 
privide for the building of a trunk line of 
railroad from Hankow south to Canton, a 
distance <f “bout 1,000 miles. It -will run 
through the most fertile and richest re 
gion of China. Tae population of that sec- 
tion of China is 200,000,000, From Hankow 
north to Peking runs a proposed railroad, 
he concession for which was obtained, by 
a Belgian syndicate. From Peking nerth- 
west runs a read which will connect wita 
the Great Trans-Siberian railroad, built 
by Russia. 

Concessions Are Valuable. 

Thus the railroad permitted by the Amer- 
fean concession will have through connec- 
tion with the Russian Trans-Siberian rail- 
goad. The most valuable part of the con-

An even more valuable feature of the con- 
cession is that in the event of contract 
with the Belgian syndicate being canceled, 
the concession to build that road will re- 
vert to the American-China Development 
Company on the same conditions governing 
the Hankow-Canton road. 

Free from Supervision. 

The Americin company ‘also obtained 
the right of building the road under Amer- 
jean Management and free from the super- 
vision of Chinese officials. The company 
agreed to establish ‘and maintain at its 
own ccst a schoel for the instruction of Lie 
Chirece in railroad management, so that 
when tthe read finally beccmes the proper- 
tv of the Chinese government it can oper- 
ate it with natives. The members of the 
American-China Development Company 
got together and formed what they called 
the Chinese “Railway Syndicate. The opig- 
inal subscribers to the‘ ‘‘project’”’ fund 
Cac hele $1,000 shares. They were | ud- 
mitted to the Chinese Railway Syndit aie 
by paying. $4,000 on each share held, the 
share of the lagter company costing $5, 000, 
Barnes, it is said, had an understand- 
that his $1,000 shares were to be ex- 
changed into the $5,000 shares of the syn- 
dicate without his paying anything addi- 
tional. 7 

In all, about $300,000 was subscribed to 
the syndicate. 

Mr. Barnes saw Mr. Brice several times 
about his compensation, but heard noth- 
ing definite until October 6th, when he 
received a letter from L. Sanford Beatty, 
secretary of the China-American Develop- 
ment Company. This communication told 
him that a meeting of the committee of 
the syndicate a resolution had been passed 
providing that no xlaim of Thurlow Weed 
Barnes for compensation. Should be rec- 
ognized, This resolution also provided 
that as he had failed to pay the additional 
$4.00 on each of his shares in the original 
company they had been put up for sale. 

Barnes at once consulted ‘his lawyers 
and the suit for $1,000,000 was the result.

As published in The Con- 
stitution yesterday, Moody has paic the 
fine of $1,000, and the court has relieved 
him of the necessity of spending six months 
in jail. 

Solicitor O’Neil] said Jast night it was 
represented to the court that Mrs. John T. 
Moody was in great mental anguish over 
the prospective imprisonment of her hus- 
band and physician had stated that if Mr. 
Moody was placed in jail it would proba- 
bly have a serious and permanent effect 
upon Mrs. Moody’s health. 

Counsel for Mr. Moody agreed to with- 
draw the bill of exceptions from the su- 
preme court and allow Mr. Moody to enter 
a plea of guilty to the charge as found by 
the jury under the accusation, and asked 
that the jail sentence be remitted. Judge 
Berry consented to this after careful con- 
sideration, and the fine was paid.

We submitted the facts in 
the case to a jury, and the jury found:a 
verdict. To it the defendant excepted and 
his exceptions were carried to the supreme 
eourt, and, so far as we are informed, the 
case is pending there at this time. We have 
not been officially notified, by either the 
judge of tne cvurt or-the souiicitor, that 
there has been any change in the status 
of the case. 

“We could not, and would not consent to 
any settiement of the case except by a 
proper verdict of the court founded on the 
finding of the jury. We know nothing about 
the circumstances that led Judge Be ‘rry to 
remit the jail sentence and accept the fine. 
as we were given no notice that any such 
mi itter was under consideration. 

“Ik it is true that Judge Berry has done 
this. he may have had a legal right to do 
so, but it seems to us to have been a very 
extraordinary proceeding in view of the 
fact that we are the attorneys for Bacon 
& Co., and represented them in the prose- 
cution of the case and were certainly en- 
titled to notice of any conte mplated action 
af this sort. We cannot Say at this time 
what we wil] do in the matter and we will 
require time to investigate the case. We de- 
sire to say that no one has a right to rep- 
resent Bacon & Co. except ourselves. and 
that we, as their attorneys, have not agree d 
to any change in the Case Outside of its 
Status in the « ‘ourt.’

Ladies of the City Are To Entertain 
President and Mrs. McKinley at 
the Executive Mansion on 
Thursday Evening, De- 

- eember 15th. 


Atlanita’s big Peace Jubilee, the date of 
hich is less than two weeks off, promises 
in every way to be the largest celebration 
ever held in the city and possibly in the 
south in many years. Such an array of 
prominent war famous characters who will 
gather at the invitation of Atlanta on the 
occasion of the Jubilee will give to 
‘celebration the national] complexion it de- 
serves, being the first Peace Jubilee held in 
the country. 


the 


Every indication leads the Jubilee com- 


mittee to believe that the city will be 
crowded with visitors coming from every 
part of the south and points in the north to 
be present during the two days of the big 
celebration and join with Atlantians in wel- 
coming the final return of peace. 

In response to an invitation from the 
Georgia legislature the house and senate 
of the state of Alabama, now in session, 
have decided to attend the Jubilee in a 
body, accompanied by Governor Johnston, 
who is to be the guest of the city and will 
respond to a toast at the Jubilee banquet 
on the last night of the celebration. The 
legislature of Alabama will be one of the 
most prominent bodies of men that ever 
visited the city and the Jubilee committee 
has been informed that every member of 
the body has consented to be on-hand and 
take part in the Jubilee. 

From the north with each distinguished 
guest who has accepted the invitation to be 
present will come delegations, members of 
generals’ staffs and attendants that will 
swell the crowd and give the celebration 
additional prominence, President McKinley 
will come on a special train furnished by 
the Southern railroad, accompanied by Mrs. 
McKinley and other members of his house- 
hold, together with cabinet ministers and 
secretaries. 

‘ The visit of the chief executive, bringing 
with him as he will so many officials high 
in authority, will be one of the most notable 
in President McKinley's administration and 
will bear a significance to Atlanta and to 
the south that not many appreciate. Ths 
presidential party will be among the first 
composed of guests of the occasion that 
will reach the city and the arrival of the 
president will be the signal for the Jubilee 
festivities to begin. The special bearing 
the president will arrive in the city at 11 
o’clocK on the morning of December 14th 
and the party will be taken almost immedi- 
ately to the capitol, where the president will 
meet the members of the legislature and 
State officials. 

Exercises at the Auditorium. 

The occasion of the entire Jubilee that 
will probably bring out the largest crowd 
will be that of the exercises at the Audi- 
torium on the afternoon of the last day of 
the Jubilee, when President McKinley will 
deliver an address to the public. It is 
understood that the president asked for a 
large auditorium in which to Speak in the 
city and the hall at the exposition grounds 
Was chosen by the committee in arder that 
all who desired to hear him could have an 
opportunity to do 60. The exercises of the 
afternoon will follow immediately after the 
big parade and the line of march will be out 
Peachtree street to the exposition grounds. 

A reviewing stand will be placed for the 
use of the president and his party probably 
at the junction of Peachtree and Ponce de 
Leon avenue and here the chief executive 
will inspect the various civic organizations 
that will go to make up the big parade.

Is Pleased with Atlanta as Location 
of Prison and When City Is Ready 
Work Will Be Pushed. 


Washington, December 3.—(Special.)—The 
fepartment of justice has taken no further 
steps in the matter of the southern federal 
prison, fgr, as Attorney General Griggs ex- 


’ 
plained to me this evening, there is noth- 


ing further to be done until the questicn 
of site is settled. 

When the news comes from Atlanta that 
the city, or whoever miy have the matter 
in charge, is ready to point out a proposed 
location, the attorney general, or some rep- 
reecntative of the department of justice des- 
‘ignated by ‘him, will go down to inspect it. 
Tr: the meantime there is nothing further 
to be done at this end of the line. 

“That is, the first step,”’ said 
the attorney general, ‘“‘for we can do noth- 
ing further until tne matter of location is 
definitely settled. The appropriation made 
available by the action of congress at its 
last session is sufficient to cover the cost 
of plans, but the first thing which an arch- 
itect wants to know before he makes his 
plans is the character of the grounds upon 
which the buildings are to be located. 

“You have pretty well outlined, my ideas 
in The Constitution,” continued the attor- 
ney general, ‘‘as far as I formulated them. 
In a general way I have thought that there 
should be a tract of approximately 300 acres, 
for I want to have not only sufficient 
grounds for the buildings, but I want it to 
be possible to work some of _ the 
men out of doors. This ought to 
be done both from a business and a hu- 
manitarian point of view. It will not only 
be beneficial to the men to be worked out 
of doors in that splendid climate of which 
you people have so much to say, but in that 
way they will be able to contribute some- 
thing toward their own support. 

“As to buildings, I have only a general 
idea of what I want and cannot be expect-

As the programme was too lengthy, the 
finals in this event and the trials and 
final in the half-mile professional handi- 
cap were postponed until some evening 
during the coming week in order that the 
one-hour race between Taylore and Elkes 
could be decided before midnight. This 
event was begun a few minutes before 
11 o’clock.

While the trial of Wiliiam A. E. Moore 
for blackmail is go’ng on in' New York city, 
and that of his wife, MryeFayne Strahcn 
Moore is daily approaching, the mothcr 
of the young woman sits anxiously in her 
home in this city, attended by her friends, 
and waits for the verdict which is to es- 
tablish the innocence of Mrs. Fayne: Stra- 
han Moore or declare her a felon. 

It is plain to see that the strain of the 
last three weeks, since Mrs. Moore was ar- 
rested with her husband on the charge of 
blackmail, has told on Mrs. Strahan. The 
mother of the young woman has been com- 
forted by several letters from her daugh- 
ter since the confinement of the latter in 
the Toombs in New York city, and through- 
out the trial, which is now drawing to a 
close, she has steadfastly clung to the 
opinion that her daughter is wholly inno- 
cent of the charge brought against her. 

She is confident from the advices received 
from Mrs. Moore’s attorneys that the evi- 
dence brought before ‘the jury will show 
_ clearly the innocence of her daughter and 
establish beyond a doubt that blackmail 
never entered the mind of Mrs. Moore. 

Since the trial began some days ago, Mrs. 
Strahan has received a number of tele- 
grams from Mr. B. H. Hili, of Atlanta, 
who was engaged by Mrs. Strahan to de- 
fend her daughter, and also from the coun- 
sel employed by Mr. Moore, stating that the 
evidence against the -fair defendant is of 
the meagerest kind and that no jury could 
convict her on the charge of blackmail. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Strahan was 
handed a dispatch from Mr. Hill stating 
that there was now no doubt that Mrs. 
Moore would be vindicated and asking Mrs. 
Strahan whether her daughter should be 
brought to Atlanta at the conclusion of 
the trial. The letters from Mrs. Moore her- 
self to her mother were written from prison, 
and in them she was not allowed to say 
anything regarding her case other than to 
State that she had been subjected to out- 
rageous treatment and that injustice had 
been done her throughout. 


What Mrs. Strahan Says. 

Mrs. Strahan said yesterday in speaking 
of the trial in which she naturally mani- 
fests the deepest interest: 

“There is no possibility that my child 
could have had a hand in any scheme to 
blackmail Martin Mahon. To one who 
knows her well, the idea is preposterous. 
It is possible that .she might have been 
guilty of some childish indiscretion, but 
the affair, so far as she is concerned, has 
“been exaggerated.”’ 

Mrs. Strahan firmly believes‘that Martin 
Mahon, in his statement to the jury, has 
perjured himself in some of the charges he 
has brought against Mrs. Moore on the 
stand. She is unable to account for his 
motive in doing so other than a desire to 
get himself out of the trouble. 

Mrs. Strahan smiles pityingly at what she 
terms an insane effort on the part of some 
New York papers to make the case against 
her daughter sensational. She said: 

“Some of the papers go so far as to say 
that my daughter exercises a hypnotical 
influence ove: the jury. It is not that, but 
simply the gulitless bearing and general 
cheerfulness of the child that draws peo- 
ple to her wherever she goes. It is often 
said that no jury can convict my daughter 
of the dharge brought against her. I be- 
lieve it is true, for men can look in her 
face and tell better than by means of false 
evidence that she is incapable of lowering 
herself to such a thing as blackmail.”’ 

Associated with the attorfieys for Mr. 
and Mrs, Moore, in the capacity of an ad- 
visor, is Senator Joseph Simon, of Oregon, 
who was the law partner of Mrs. Moore's 
father several years ago. Mrs. Strahan 
states that Senator Simon is manifesting 
a great interest’ in the outcome of the 
trial, and is doing all he can for Mrs. 
Moore. 

The mother of Mrs. Moore is indignant 
at the charge brought in some of the pa- 
pers in the north, that her daughter asso- 
ciated with a regro. Mrs. Strahan says: 

“The person referred to is a Mr. Ellis, a 
Cuban, who has been living in Mexico for 
a number of years and is thé owner of 
large mining interests in that country. 

“My daughter was acquainted with him,

In his statement to the jury, Mr. Martin

“The letter,” says Mrs. Strahan, ‘‘states 
that Martin Mahon told the writer that 
upon the return of Mr. and Mrs, Moore 
from Europe the last time, they took din- 
ner With -him at his hotel and hurried 
away in the course of a few hours in the 
metropolis to Cleveland, where Mahon said 
they had gone to visit Moore's relatives. 

“In this statement, Mahon said thai he 
did not know Moore and supposed that the 
man he saw with Mrs. Moore at the Hotel 
Grenoble was her husband. In the letter 
received from my friend, Mahon says that 
Moore took dinner with Kim at his hotel; 
yet in the statement to the jury, he im- 
plies that he did not know Moore and only 
supposed that the man he saw was him. 

“There is a discrepency here in his state- 
ment, and I regret that I cannot recover 
the letter so as to forward it to New York. 
The letter closed with the ‘statement that 
Mahon was known to be such a prevari- 
cator that no one who Knew him could be- 
lieve what he said.’’ 

Mrs. Strahan is confident that her daugh- 
ter will be acquitted in the trial soon to 
be heard. She displays all of a mother’s 
faith in a child, and steadfastly holds that 
Mrs. Moore, on principle, could not be 
guilty of such a crime as blackmail.
